These are simply inconveniences 
arising from lack of proper heating apparatus. 
Should we enter upon the subject ef water privi- 
leges and illuminating properties, this plain- 
tive wail would reach a decided groan. The 
water that freezes up in winter, owing 
to bad plumbing, and don’t get above the parior- 
floor in summer, owing to lack of force, we sup- 
pose. Tho gas that burns so dimly that, if you 
wish to read or write, you need to light s kero- 
ecuc-lamp to doit by, and thus enganger your 
own and the family’s lives. Itmay be a dim, re-

FOUL AIR -IN WELLS. 


To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 

In 1843, while at Liverpool, I read an 
article in the newspapers stating that, if, before 
going into any deep well, the party would take a 
lump of unéslacked lime (say as large as one’s 
head) and drop it into the well, in a very short 
time the air would be so pure as not to endanger 
the life of any one going down. Not many weeks 
after reading the above-named article, I had a 
chance to prove its correctness. I was asked to 
repair a pump at the bottom of a well 50 yards 
in depth (belong to the Liverpool Apothecary 
Hall Company). The well, being right in front 
of the boilers, was closely covered up with strong 
timber, then overlaid with brick, and a man-hole 
left in the middle, on the cover of which being 
removed, the engine-tender said, * You cannot 
go down for some hours, as the bad air will be 
dangerous.” I let down a candle, and it went 
out when about one-third of the way down. 
There waa plenty of lime at hand, so I let a — 
lump drop into the well. We then seta 
winch to lower me down, which occupied about 
twenty minutes. I again lowered the candle, 
this time to the bottom, and it burned freely. 
I pulled it up, put my leg into the loop of the 
rope, was lowered to the bottom, and worked 
there all day, without any trouble from 
bad air. I may state that the well was cut 
through the red sandstone rock all the way 
down, and large, but, where the water was, it 
was smaller; and the water about 8 feet deep, 
which was partially covered with planks. When 
I got down, I found little, if any, of the lime 
had got into the water, but was round the 
8 between the water and sides of the 
well, and on the planks partially eovering the 
water. Thelamp of lime had struck on the 
crossbearers used to guide wt gt and 
had broken into small pieces, , by the time I 
reached the bottom of the well, was all thorough- 
ly slacked, as a great quantity of water was 
dri ping from fissures in the rock all round the 
wel The circumstance of it not falling into 
the water, in my opinion, caused a more imme- 
diate purification of the air.

Church Services To-Day. 


BISHOP CHENEY. 

The Rt.-Rev. Charles E. Cheney has, for at least 
half a dozen years, been one of the most prom 
ment clergymen in the United States, owing 
much to the fact that he has seemed to personi- 
fy, in his contest with the late Bishop White- 
house, the canse of what is known as the Low 
Charch branch of the Episcopal Church, as op- 
posed to the High Church party. And yet this 
position bas been more apparent than real, since 
the true controversy belonged more te chureh 
order and an unquestioning obedience to church 


authority than to any divergence in church 
polity. : 

Mr. Cheney was born in 1836, of New England 
parents, and claims his descent from the Pil- 
grime. His birthplace was Canandaigua, N. Y. 
He weut through school and college with-little 
sid from any one bat himself, having to “ work 
hic way,” as it is termed. He graduated 
from Hobart College, Geneva, N. Y., in 1857, 
with credit. In the fall of the same year he en- 
tered the middle claes of the Episcopal Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Alexandria, Va. He left the 
Seminary early in his senior year, and was or- 
dained Deacon by Bishop De Lancey, of Western 
Now York, and became assistant minister of St. 
Luke’s Church, Rochester. 

Atter remaining there nine months, he was 
chosen to take charge of St. Pauil’s Church, 
Havana, N. Y. At the end of a short stay here, 
he was ordained Presbyter by Bishop De Lancey, 
and soon after came to Chicago, where he 
preached his first sermon as Rector of Christ 
Church, March 11, 1560. It will thus be seen 
thai Bishop Cheney's reputation is all a Chicago 
growth, as is that of several others of our most 
noted clergymen. 

Christ Chorch, when Mr. Cheneytook charge of 
it, was a small, almost insignificant, body, com- 
prising a congregation of about forty person 
seyen only of whom were communicants, an 
worshiping in a smali frame building upon 
leased ground. As a specimen of rapid growth 
and development, it may be weil to note that 
this church at the present time has pn 400 
communicants. The Home Sunday-school num- 
bers some 300 teachers and pupils, and the vaiue 
of its property is estimated at about $100,000. 
In addition to the chureh proper, there are three 
missions dependent upon central associa- 
tion for support, namely: St. George’s Chapel, 
tic Chapel of the Good Shepherd, and the Tyng 
Mission. Mr. Cheney is, therefore, everywhere 
recognized as one of the most laborious, earnest, 
and successful religious teachers in the country ; 
and it was this fact that was a large element in 
the power that enabled him so long and 80 suc- 
cessfully to contend against the most scholarly 
‘and determined Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the United Btates. Al- 
though, perhaps logically, he may have been 
wrong, yet the people were wifi him, and his 
defenders constantly pointed tg his works as his 
best diploma. Neither figs nof figures such as 
these could be the product of a thistle. Judged 
by his works, Bishop Cheney must be classed as 
@ first rate toiler in the Christian profession. 

The long and the widely-reported controversy 
between Mr. Cheney and his Bishop in regard to 
the former’s omission of the word “* regenerate” 
from thé Baptismal service for infants, seemed 
‘to give a new impetus to the smouldering fires 
of the‘anti-Ritualistic controversy in this country. 
Bishops, clergy, and laity more and more 
to fall into the classes of 
High and Low Church; until, in the 
Jatter part of 1873, Bishop Cummins announced 
his secession from the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and, on Dec. 2o0f the same year, the 
Convention was held in New York which organ- 
ized the Reformed Episcopal Church with Bish- 
op Comming and Bishop Cieney as its high ec- 
clesiastica, Since that time the Church has 
grown by secessions from the Protestant Epis- 
coral and other churches, until it has now some 
twenty-five clergymen, and over twenty parish 
organizations. ‘There are now two congrega- 
tions in New Brnnswick, one in Ottawa, four in 
other places in L[ilinois, one in Missouri, one in 
hew lLork, ove in Brookiyn, two in Philadelphia, 


onein Pittsburg, one in Louisville, etc. The | 


now denomination, therefore, is a growing one, 
and owes its vitality largely to the energetic 
lavors of Bishop Cheney. 

The fact that Mr. Cheney was omitting a word 
or two in the Baptismal service came 
incidentally to the ears of the late Bishop 
Whitehouse, who soon aftercalled upon afr. 
Cheney, and requested bim to conform literally 
to the Prayer-Book. Mr. Cheney steadily and 
persistenly refused; and the refusal ended in a 
prolonged conflict, during which trial, suspen- 
sion and a final sentence of de ation from 
the Ministry took place. Notwithstanding this, 
Mr. Cheney continued his ministrations, his 
Church being enthusiastically in his favor, and 
the church property remaining in his possession. 

Liehop Cheney is a man of medium size, frank 
and cordial in his intercoutse with others. A 
good memory, a command of the best English, 
and close babita by study.and observation, enable 
him to adorn his sermons with the attributes of 
trne*siatory ; and he has made a reputation as 
among the very best pulpit-epeakers in the city. 

Bishop Cheney returved yesterday from Can- 
aca, where he has been spending several weeks 
in the work of organizing and pushing forward 
the work of the Reformed Church. He speaks 
very marcia a, we 8 A of the prospects there. Two 

weeks ago to-Jay he confirmed thirteen persons 
in Ottawa, and last Sunday,at the request of about 
m dozen members of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Piatteburg, N. Y., he preached before 
gq very large audicnce on the ‘aime and pu 
‘of the Reiormed Clure)>. It is quite probable 
that a Peformod Church will be organized in that 
piace Boon. 

While in Canada, Bishop Cheney in 
Montreal, in the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, ~here he was cordially welcomed by a large 
andience.

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PROF. TYNDALL’S RECENT LEC 

| TURE. 
It is too early to obtain the views of the relig- 
ious journals generally in regard to the late- 
expressed materialistic doctrines of Prof. Tyn- 
dall before the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, at Belfast. The opinions 
already expressed are not very belligerent, how- 
ever. 
The Independent eays : 
A hasty reading of the fvll text of Dr. Tyndall’s ad- 
dress, at Belfast, before the British Association, hardly 
bears out the portentous cormments of the 7'ribuae. 
Dr. Tyndall has thrown off no disguise, has advanced 
to no new attitude, has done no especiaily brave act. 
He has only once more argued, very politely, if some- 
what unseasonably, that religion has been the ancient 
foe of science; that science is the victor; that religion 
has its place among the scutiments, and must be 
aliowed for by any statesman or philosopher; that 
matter has potencies—among them that of seli-vital- 
ization, This is the extent of the “ materialism ” 
which he avows, Indeed, he apparently takes pains 
to disavow the genuine articie, and says that between 
matter and sensation there is a chasm which no phys- 
ical science can bridge ; for which ray of hope left yet 
to mental philosophy and religion we should feel a lit- 
tle more grateful were it not that, while his caveats so 
prudently look toward the old faith, which is yet om- 
nipotent in the social circles of England, his general 
principles and the force of all his arguments look the 
other way. We wish he would carry out his principles 
to their ultimate conclusion, and let us see what we 
have to fight.

BAPTIST CHURCH GOVERNMENT. 

Just now the Baptists are seriously consider- 
ing the evils which seem in some respects neces- 
earily to flow from ita ultra-democratic form of 
Chureh government. The Siandard, this week, 
referring to the recent Council which restored 
the hand of ministerial fellowship to the Rev. 
Mr. McCarthy, says :

papers. Ite pastoris, according to dafly newepaper 
euthority, “ restored,” and, so far as by that kind of 
authority he can be made so, is still a Baptist minister. 

The Standard urges that in such cases as this, 
the question of recognized ministerial standing 
in the denomination does not rest with the de- 
nomination, the ministry, nor anybody represent- 
ing the ministry; ** but it reste with any orgzni- 
zation that pleases to take upon itself and to ex- 
ercise the functions of a Baptist church. Should 
such an organization ehoose to set at defiance 
acts of Conncil, or any other expression of the 
denominational judgment in « particular case, to 
assert in the face of ail such acts or declarations 
that any individual it pleases to maintain in that 
character is @ Baptist minister in regular stagd- 
ing, then, whatever may be the views of the de- 
nomination or ita ministry in the case, they must 
recognize him, fellowship him, though with ever 
so much of discredit to both. Another result 
which follows, if this sort of church procedure 
be admitted as valid, is thatchurch independency 
means the absolute dominion of each individual 
church over all other churches, even in matters 
of common interest. .. . 

‘Thus it may easily happen that the minis- 
ters of an association, for Lope we: will be com- 
pelled to extend ministerial fellowship to a per- 
son from whom such fellowship has been form- 
ally and publicly withdrawn! They announce to 
the world, to-day, in the published verdict of a 
Couneil, that he is no longer a Baptist minister ; 
to-morrow the Association meets, and, because 
he is pastor of one of the churches composing 
that body, they are obliged to recognize him asa 
minister still, eating their own words, and sub- 
mitting as they may to the humiliation. Does 
ehurch toy mace. t, then, mean church des- 

tism ?” 

“Such a procedure,” further says the Stand- 
ard, “‘annuls and sets aside all that is implied 
by ordination; for, if ordination means any- 
thing, it means that ministerial standing is not 
to be deterthined by the act of any one church 
in the denomination.” 

THE ADVANCE

It is never wise to daub with 
untempered mortar, Mr. Beecher’s court.of inquiry 
and Plymouth Church may feel absolutely certain that 
he has done nothing wrong, and that he is only the in- 
nocent victim of the basest conspiracy; so much the 
more ought there, then, to be the greatest carefulness 
in convincing the public that they are not afraid of the 
light, or disposed to evade any of the authorized modes 
of judicial investigation. And although it could not 
be reasonably expected that, under the circumstances, 
the Plymouth Chureh people would restrain within 
moderate limits their unbounded delight with the re- 
— of the Committee, nevertheless, it certainly would 

ve been more impressive if they had not acted upon 
the report in quite so hasty and tumultuous a manner, 
ending almost in a riot.

INFANT VS..ADULT DAMNATION.

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THE BRIBEEY INVESTIGATION. 

The Grand Jury yesterday closed their deli>- 
arations. They found no indictments in the 
bribery cases, for the reason, given in the re- 
port, that tho evidence throughout was redolent 
of perjury. The jury declare that they were 
eonvineed that there was corruption in the orig- 
inal purchase of the Matthews lot, and in the 
subsequent purchase of the Baldwin lot; but the 
character of the testimony was so tainted with 
false swearing that they were unable to see the 
way to a coayiction, and thefefore found no in- 


fictments. The allegation of perjury is not } 


made by implication, but with distinctness. The 
languageused by the Grand Jury admits of no 
mistake. It is ‘this : 

These witnesses were critically and thoroughly ex- 
amined. The manner of their denials and their pre- 
tended want of recollection in matters of vital tmpor- 
tance, their manner of giving their evidence, and their 
appearance at the time, satisfied us that they gave 
false testimony knowingly and willfully. 

They explain why they could not indict these 
witnesses for perjury. Whiie, however, they 
were not able toindict the principals for bribery, 
or the witnesses for perjury, they close their re- 
port with a moral indictment, which will be tried 
by a jury of the whole people. The charge they 
take is thus eet forth: | 

Although it is only our province to hear evidence on 
the part of the nrosecution, yet we could not, upon 
the evidence before us, find any indictment; and, 
upon the request of certain persons, permitted those 
persons to come before us and make their own state- 
ments as to their connection with the lransactions un- 
der investigation, 

We heard all they had to say upon the subject, and 
Aicem it sufficient to remark that our opinion remained 
unchanged, and that no cloud raised by the evidence 
we had heard was dissipated by the explanation, 

The meaning of this is obvious. Mr, Matthews 
charged that he had entered into corrupt rela- 
tions and negotiations with certain of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners, whom he named, and before 
he would testify demanded and obtained, under 
the law, an exemption from prosecution. The 
Grand Jury declare that they were satisfied that 
there were corrupt proceedings in relation to the 
Matthews sale. Several of the Commissioners, 
and others implicated in the Matthews accusa- 
tion, appeared before the Grand Jtry to explain 
their connection with the transaction, but the 
jury declare that such explanations did 
not in any way change the opinion 
that corruption had been practiced. This 
distinct allegation that the explanations of the 
accused parties had in no way prevented the in- 
dictment for bribery and perjury amounts to 
such an accusation that the persons it covers 
cannot avoid meeting it. Though the jury men- 
tion no names, every citizen knows to whom 

this paragraph in the report refers. The duty 
of so many of those persons as are County Com- 
miesioners is @ plain one. Their usefulness 
in that Board is destroyed so long as this 
report is @ matter of record. The Commissioners 
ihus acctised can be of no further service to 
the public until that distinct allegation 
of untrathfulress under oath is refuted. 
Thov indicted in legal form, they stand 
indicted morally with bribery and falsehood. 
That charge will adhere to them for ail time. 
' There is but one way to escape it, and that is to 
resign their,@fice, and offer themselves as 
didaten for re-Mlecticu in November.. If the peo-

Mr. Beecher’s answer to Tilton’s com- 
plaint must be filed, under the laws of New 
York, within twenty days from the time of 
service.

FIRES AND FIRE- ALARMS. 
Since publishing a recent editorial on the new 
Fire-Alarm which has been introduced with 
much eclat and apparent success in New York, 
we have been made aware tuat a thermostatic 
Fire-Alarm of apparently superior mechanical 
and inventive merit has been applied in sporadic 
eases in Chicago with complete success. Whether 
it is that our modest Chicago inventor has not 
pushed his device with the diplématic skill ex- 
hibited by bis. competitor in New York, or that 
our Board of Underwriters and Common Coup- 
cil have been blind to the simplicity, economy, 
and importance of a proper thermostatic Fire- 
Alarm, we cannot say. Certainly, by some unto- 
ward oversight, the simplest, cheapest, and most 
effective safeguard against fires has been most 
shamefully neglected in a city that most needs 
its protection. Comparing the two inven- 
tions, we find that that of Watkins, which 
has been adopted in New York, 
operated by a gutta-percha cylinder, the expan- 
sion of which by the heat of the room, when at 


turn works a hammer, the striking or contact of 
which completes the electric current and com 

municates the signal. It is not at first sight ap- 
parent how this mechanism can with any cer- 
tainty produce the signal at a definite tempera- 
ture, though we presume it does. As it works 
with a hinge, and is exposed to the air, it is 
claimed by its Chicago rival that it is liable to cor- 
rode, and any rusting would impair its action, 
rendering the signal uncertain. 
be necessary in painting, ca)cimining, and clean- 
ing walls to which this instrument is attachod to 

take some pains to avoid thrusting foreign mat- 
ter between the signal hammer and the point on 

which it strikes, as the current would still be 
suspended even if the hammer struck. Finaily, 

with the utmost care dust would often collect on 
various parte of the instrument suflicient to in- 
terruvt its action. 

From all these objections, the Chicago Fire- 
Alarm invented by Mr. W. B. Farrar, of the 
Western Electric Manufacturing Company, ap- 

pears to be singularly free. Wo have never seen 
a simpler or more beautiful device in mechanics 

than the little thermostat contrived by him to 

avoid each and all of the foregoing objections. 

It consists of a emall thermometric bulb with 
one platina signal-wire passing into the mercu- 

ry at the lower end, and the other projecting 
into the hermetically-sealed top of the ther- 
mometer and reaching downward to the degree 

at which the signal is wanted. Of course, when 
the mercury in the thermometer rises to that 
point, the mercury being as good an electric 
conductor as the platina wire, the electric cur- 
rent is perfected, and the signal passes. No 
dust, paint, rust, whitewash, or other foreign sub- 
stance cap get into the thermometer between the 
mereury and the platina wire to interfere with 
ita action. The instrument can be attached to 
any wall or ceiling and plastered or painted over 
without affecting its value or interfering with its 
work. It can only be rendered ineflicient by be- 
ing broken. 

This device has been put up by private enter- 
prise in several hotels and large buildings in 
Chicago, both before and since the great confla- 
gration, and its inventor claims to haveexpended 
years of time and many thousands of dollars in 
perfecting his mechanism, and in impressing its 
value on the reluctant and unwilling ears of fire- 
underwriters.

Tins has been accom- 
plished only by the rigid determination of 
the Committee to exclude daubs from 
the Gallery, a multitude of which have been of- 
fered. They have shown neither fear nor favor 
in this respect, and their action will be indorsed 
by allthe well-wishers and patrons of art in 
Chicago. Such a collection as this is destined to 
have a happy influence in arousing the popular 
attention once more and lifting art out of the 
depths into which it has fallen since the fire. It 
will inspire our own artists to renewed exertions, 
and it will do a great work in education. Such

THE WARNINGS OF CASSANDRA. 

We have already called the attention of our 
readers to two articles by W. R. Greg, entitled 
the “Warnings of Cassandra” and “ Rocks 
Ahead,” published in the Contemporay Review, 
in which he points out the dangers threatening 
England. The first rock ahead is the political 
ascendancy of the masses caused by the late 
Reform bill; the second, the probable and 
proximate industrial decline of England con- 
sequent on the gradual exhaustion of its coal- 
beds; the third and last, the divorce between the 
National Creed and the highest intelligence of 
the nation. It is of this last we wish to speak 
now. 

Mr. Greg begins by remarking that the relig- 
ion of a nation ought to be the embodiment of 
its highest intelligence, in the most solemn mo- 
ments of that intelligence. Those who be- 
lieve in the supernatural origin of religion, 
or who hold that religion had ite beginning 
in. a revelation from God,—which is 
the same thing,~—will perhaps take issue on this 
point with Mr. Greg. They may claim that the 
embodiment of a nation’s highest intelligence 
can aspire to no higher character than that of 
material science, between which and revelation 
they find a difference as great as is at all con- 
ceivable. Deny, however, they will not, that a 
nation’s religion, if not the embodiment of its 
highest intelligence, should not be in conflict 
with thatintelligence. A nation’s religion should 
be, as Mr. Greg expresses it, in harmony with 
the richest experience, the deepest thought, . the 
widest culture, the finest intuitions, of the best 
and wisest minds of its citizens. In England, 
and, indeed, in nearly all Christian countries, 
Mr. Greg holds that the highest intelligence, or 
what is considered the highest intelligence, is 


hmot in harmony with the nation’s creed. It is 


either openly rejected or quietly ignored. Where 
it is not repudiated in express terms it is held 
with about as much tenacity as if it did not 
exist. 

Thatin this divorce of the intellect of the 
country from ite creed there lurks great danger 
to society, a little consideration will show. The 
thinkers of a people, as as all experience has 
demonstrated, never fail in the end to inoculate 
the nation with their thought. The most emi- 
nent thinkers of England are not believers in 
the Established Church, and scarcely in the 
Christian religion. The educated classes of the 
country are fast ceasing to be believers. Mr. 
Greg says that probably a majority of the operat- 
ive classes in towns afte total unbelievers; and 
that, instead of being the reckless and disreputa- 
ble, they are the most skilful, the best edu- 
cated, and steadiest of the workmen. The 
leaders of the artisans in England are skeptics 


too. Manufacturing artisans and citizen la- ‘pa 
borers are in the same category. How far the | 


skepticism of these different classes ex- 
tends is, of coureé, an important part 
of the inquiry as to what its influence 
will be on England's future. It is certain, how- 
ever, that it is more extensive and deeper rooted 
among the workingmen than among the higher 
classes. Literary men and students, given to the 
weighing of evidence, may hesitate to declare 
themselves unqualified disbelievers. The case is 
different with the horny-handed workingman, to. 
whom a stone is a stone, and athing either is or 
is not. There is, indeed, nothing to arrest the 
gpread of skepticism among the artisans, me- 
chanics, and laborers of England. 

And what nett? When the proletariat shall 
no longer believe in God's existence ; when 
they shall no longer accept as infallible truth 
that God has in His inscrutable designs pre- 


dress all ties between man and 
man ; when, in other words, all their views con- 
cerning this lifé and the hereafter have changed, 
and changed radically, will not the views of 
what their aim io this world should be change 
also? When they hold no longer that God bas 
prescribed their present severe lot, will they 
bear it as patiently as they donow? When they 
conceive that not God’s fore-ordination, but 
money-power, has made their employers greater 
than themselves, will they keep their hands off 
their employers’ property ? When the laboring 


classes have reached this point in their rejection 


of Christianity, there is every reason to believe 
that they will fall like ripe fruit into the arms 
of the Commune or the International, 
where most others whose views of the here- 
after bave changed have fallen already. 
When men who have been taught to be virtu- 
ous because their eternal welfare is at stake are 
told to be virtuous in spite of the fact that there 
is no such thing to be gained as eternal salvation, 
and only because the bosom of the bad man is a 
hell of stormy passions, the motive may not be 
found adequate to produce the desired effect. 
Nothing has 80 contributed to make the mass of 
men resigned to the inconveniences and miseries 
of their lot in the world as the Christian doo- 
trine of a compensation beyond ; and nothing will 
so tend to change the whole face of our civiliza- 
tion as a fixed and firm denial of the ray, of 
that compensation. 

Say what we will, the foundation of the pr es- 
ent English civilization, of its laws, its whole 
social system, is Christianity, or the sanction 
which they have from Christianity. Take away 
the foundation and the system will most likely 
come to the ground. And this remains true 
whatsoever view we take of the character of 
Christianity ; whether we allow it to be of a di- 
vine origin or not. What is true of England in 
this regard is true of every country in Europe. 
It is true in a modified sense of our own coun- 
try. That the danger threatens is plain as 
the sun in heaven; but is there no remedy? 
Can nothing be done to break the fall? Some- 
thing may be done; and yet, considering the 
stage of average human development, it may be 
doubted whether anything will be done effectual- 
ly. Efforts may be made to convince all men 
that virtue is ite owa reward, and should be fol- 
lowed for its own sake ; and to make the inequal- 
ities of human fortune less than they are and 
have been. These measures, however, will not 
prevent the ultimate crash consequent on a total 
change amopg men in their views of what they 
are, why they are here, and whither they are 
going. They may help to build up after the 
ruin, It is vain to hope that they will prevent 
it. How soon the great revolution will take place 
it is idle to speculate upon. It may not come 
for centuries; but its signs are even now all 


about us.

THE CHARITY FAIR. 

The ladies of this city who have in charge the 
various departments of the Charity Fair, which 
they propose to give in November for the benefit 
of the Hahnemaon Hospital, are already busily 
at work, and their reports indicate that the Fair 
will be one of the most povel as well as success- 
ful entertainments ever given in Chicago. The 
committees are composed of the most promi- 
nént ladies of the city, who hve accepted their 
position without referonce to their predilections 
towards any particular school of medicine, and 
they are working together im generous rivalry, 
actuated only by the common impuise of charity. 

The purpose of this Fair is to enlarge the 
facilities of the Homeopathic Hospital in this 
city, and to open ita doors free to all the deserv- 
ing poor who may need medical and surgical 
treatment. At present the bospital has room 
for 120 beds, one-half of which are already fur- 
nished, The managers desire to supply the full 
quota, inasmuch as patients are turned away 
daily for the simple lack of the means with 
which to take care of so many applicants. Dur- 
ing the existence of this hospital, short as 
it has been, it has done a great work 
through “the liberal contributions of a few 
friends, the help of the Relief and Aid 
Bociety, amd resources. derived from public 
and ‘social entertainments, as well as from 
such patients as could afford to pay for 
a home, with nursing and proper care. These 
contributions, however, are not sufficient to carry 
out the liberal and generous purposes of the 
managers, and this November Fair has been de- 
vised to meet the emergency by the charitable 
ladies of the city, who have organized the work 
into departments, as follows: Fancy work, Mrs. 
H. J. Willing, Chairman ; plain sewing, Mrs. N. 
¥. Merrill ; infants’ and children's department, 
Mrs. Gen. W. E. Strong ; toys antl amusements, 
Mrs. A. N. Eddy; floral department, Mrs. John 
Buckingham ; household art, Mrs. Franklin Mac- 
Veagh ; books, magazines, and stationery, Mrs. 
G. F. Harding ; the country store, Mrs. H. F. 
Waite ; the pationts’ table, Mrs. N. M. Wheeler; 
refreshment department, Mrs. F. D. Gray. 
The Jospilal Bazaar, @ paper of six- 
teen octavo pages, will be issned daily during 
the Fair, under the editorship of Mre. Kate N, 
Doggett. The Executive Committee and the 
ladies at the heads of departments will probably 
make special appeals to the public for donations 
and contributions, and they ought to meet with a 
most liberal response. This hospital is an in- 
stitution which should not be alloWed to lan- 
guish in its operations for want of funds, when 
the calls upon it areso constant and imperative. 
There is no nobler or more humane object to in- 
spire the human heart than a free hospital for 
the sick poor. Every one ought to lend a help- 
ing hand to the philanthropic ladies who have 
entered so nobly into this work. 


THE KILLING OF MRS. “WAGNER, 

The case of the killing of Mrs. Wagner is seem- 
ingly one of the most remarkable that ever defied 
police investigation. Standing at the front door 
of her daughter’s house, in broad daylight, pleas- |

tniaed | the open prairie. The “wound was 


fatal, and she died in less than fifteen min- 
utes. There was a boy out on the prairie 
tending some cows, and his attention was at- 
tracted by the fact that two policemen were prac- 
ticing pistol-shooting at a mark. The mark was 
the wooden stringer of the railroad track ov 
ditch. This boy, when he heard of the killi f 
Mrs. Wagner, reported the pistol-practice of the 
policemen. The officers were hunted up, and ac- 
knowledged the fact, and one of them stated 
that one of the balls fired by him had missed the 
target. The pistola used by the officers were 
small revolyers. The bail thai killed Mra. Wag- 
ner cannot be found, so that no comparison can 
be made of it with the balis in the pistol. 

Now comes the extraordinary fact that the 
distance from the point where the policeman 
stood when firing and where Mrs. Wagner stood 


‘daimed, is such an extraordinary performance 
on the part of the pistol as to render it wholly 
improbable that the lady was killed by the bullet 
fired by the policeman. The policeman when 
firing was pretty nearly on « level with Mrs. 
Wagner. Yet she was shot in the body, and 
with such force that the bullet passed through 
her, and then through a board in the fence. It 
is claimed that the natural depressionof the ball 
would have brought it to the ground 
long before it could have gone 600 
feet, even supposing it could have been 
projected that far at all. If these phys- 
ical facts are such as to render it improbable 
that the victim was killed by the policeman’s 
bullet, then arises the question, Who killed 
her, and where did the bullet come from? Ex- 
cluding the theory that she was killed by the 
policeman, then the killing is wholly unaccount- 
ed for. There is not a circumstance of any 
kind pointing to a shot from any other 
direction. The matter, therefore, becomes one 
demanding a thorough investigation, It ought 
certainly to be susceptible of proof whether that 
particular pistol could project a ball at any 
elevation 600 feet, and whether a bullet at that 
distance could have force enough to pass 
through a human body and a fence-board. These 
important points ought to be, as we suppose 
they can be, definitely determined. If the affirm- 
ative be established, then the eircumstances 
leave little doubt that the lady was killed by the 
officer. If the negative be established, then it 
follows she was ‘killed by a pistol-shot fired by 
some other person, who ought to be hunted up. 

If it- be shown that Mrs. Wagner 
was shot by the policeman, then it 
indicates a ‘skill in handling a pistol hitherto 
wholly unknown among the police force. It is 
no uncommon thing for a policeman to empty 
the six barrels of his revolver at a distance of 
ten or twenty feet at a burglar, and fail to hit 
him. Ninety-nine shots out of s hundred fired 
by the police fail to hit the person fired at; and 
now comes the fact that a policeman can kill at 
600 feet, without seeing the person whom he 
killed. This homicide is a most deplorable 
affair. The lady was an excellent woman, and 
her death sudden and shocking. The least that 
can be done is to have the case thoroughly in- 
vestigated. It is due to justice and to the offi- 
cer that the truth be elicited, and the responsi- 
bility placed where it belongs.

SUNDAY LAWS IN THE EAST. 

The Sabbatarian laws of Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania have recently been before the 
courts. The decision in each of the two cases is 
an argument for the repeal or amendment of the 
law. In October, 1872, Michael Connolly, of 
Boston, was out of work. He heard of & man 
living in South Boston who might give him em- 
ployment, and started tosee him. It was the 
evening of the 6th of October. The * draw” of 
the bridge was swung open. It was undergoing 
repairs. The city officials, with most culpable 
negligence, had not barred the way, or put up 
any notice of the condition of the bridge, or 
even lighted the lamps. The night was 
very dark. Connolly walked off into the water. 
He came very near drowning, and was seriously 
injured by the shock of the fall and by the des- 
perate exertions necessary to save himself from 
death. He was sick for along time. On his 
recovery he sued the city for the expenses of his 
sickness, and for damages for the loss of em- 
ployment, and for permanent injury to his 
health. ‘This seems like a plain case, but Con- 
nolly lost his suit. The 6th of October was Sun- 
day. The counsel for the city plead that the 
Sabbath law of Massachusetts forbade all travel- 
ing upon the first day of the week, except for 
“ charity” or as a “ work of necessity,” and 
that Connolly could not claim damages for an 
accident which happened in consequence of his 
violation of the law. This plea could not be le- 
gally overthrown. The Superior Court gave a 
decision for the city. 

In Pennsylvania, Judge Pierson, of the Har- 
risburg district, has just decided, on a test case, 
that a man who sells any article of merchandise 
on Sunday can be fined for each and every sale. 
It is said that a Sabbatarian organization is 
about to try, under this ruling, to close every 
shop that is open on Sunday in Harrisburg. 

These cases, an’ especially the first, can have 
no good result. They will only breed bad blood. 
The Sunday statutes are relics of an age which 
believed in a more strict observance of Sunday 
than the great mass of Christians would now in- 
dorsé, and which held to a quasi union between 
Church and State such as ninety-nine men 
out of a hundred would now repudiate. It is 
natural that there should be some objection 
to their repeal, because they involve a verbal rec- 
ognition of the Christian doctrine. It is a 
question worth considering, however, whether 
the somewhat imaginary good of such a recogni- 
tion is not much more than counterbalanced by 
the substantial harm done in putting people who 
suffer through these laws, and people who are 
shocked by the manifest injustice done in cases 
like that of Connolly, into entire opposition to 
the Church that upbolds them. 

ALL ABOUT A TOMBSTONE. 

When the Pope publishes a bull against such a 
comet as he solemnly believes this nineteenth 
century to be, a sensation of amiable derision 
passes over the Protestant public mind. The 


Protestant public mind does not feel called upon | 


at this day to exert itself beyond that. Leaving 
this still somewhat powerfnl pdtentate over 
spiritual ignorance, we might trace this flaunting 
of a preposterous pretension all the way down, 
by short and increasingly amusing steps, until 
we come to the accredited lunatic in the Penn- 
sylvania asylum, who dons his crown 
of thorns, makes a séeptre of his boot- 
jack, and sees’in bis ecclesiastical mind’s 
eye the kingdoms of the earth crouching at his 
feet. In this descent of the scale of graduated 
arrogance we could contemplate St. Michael's 
Cricket Club of England making a rule, “ in obe- 
dience to their clerical director, not to play ball 
with a dissenting club,” and accordingly backing 
out of their engagement with the Andover Club,

a Non-Conformist pulpit. Nor would we find 
this spectacle any more diverting than that of 
the several American fragments of the church, 
every one repudiating the credentials of every 

ner, and perpetually ‘‘ Resolving” that they 
will not exchange pulpits, or join in the 
Supper, with one another, lest in some unguard- 
ed moment they should do so. 

But nobody of this species will we find quite so 
entertaining just now as the Vicar of Owston 
Ferry. The Vicar of Owston Ferry denies the 
right of a Wesleyan to say in am epitaph that it 
refers to the “‘daughter of the Rev. H. Keet, 
Wesleyan Minister.” The Vicar of Christ—not | 


| the one at Rome, but the one at Owston Ferry— 
declared that no such damage should be done to 
the escutcheon of the Church of England as to 
allow a tombstone in her church-yards to confer 
the title of “ Rey.” upon a Methodist exhorter. 
And the Bishop of Lincoln indorsed the Vicar of 
Owston Ferry. And this Vicar’s name is Smith, 
—the Rev. G. E. Smith, Mr. Keet appealed to 
the Primate, who, not knowing the position 
of His Lordship of Lincoln, replied that he 
would be surprised if that Bishop did not con- 
our with him (the Archbishop) in “‘ consider- 
ing the Vicar’s objection one that ought not to 
be made.” Mr. Keet communicated this to Lord 
Bishop Wordsworth, who maintained, in reply, 
that “‘ the title of Rev. should not be conceded 
to ar. Keet on a tombstone by ministers of the 
Church of England, who are the responsible 
guardians of” tombstone literature. And His 
Lordship was quite right, if he thought by so 
doing he was running the title into the ground. 
So the dead little girl is donied the right of be- 
ing designated as having been the “ daughter of 
& Wesleyan minister.” Ecclesiastical Christiani- 
ty emiled not on her humble birth ; hence no 
animated bust—except that which will overtake 
the Church of England all the sooner for such 
acts as these of ber “Bishops and other 
clergy.” The Wesleyan Conference has resented 
the insult, and is following it up with «a 
committee, which isurged by the London Times 
to bring their grievance into court.

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LAW REFORM IN ENGLAND. 

+ In Angust, 1873, the Parliament of England 
paseed an “Act for the Constitution of a Su- 
preme Court, and for other purposes relating to 
the administration of justice in England.” This 
is te take effect on the ist of November, 1874, 
and will accomplish a revolution in the entire 
judicial system of England. The American sys- 
tem was, in the beginning, a copy of the En- 
glish. From the foundation of our Government 
to the present day there has been a constant 
struggle to modernize the practice of thecouris, 
and the changes that have been made, not being 
radical but simply patch-work, have really 
wrought confusion instead of amendnient. The 
English system has worked admirably and har- 
moniously as a system ; all its parts were consist- 
ent. That system was the work of centuries, and 
the code of practice and pleading has furnished 
themes for the ablest commentators and the 
most distinguished Judges. The law and its 
practice, and the wonderful variety of forms 
of action, and tho nicety of the distinctions, 
bave furnished a literature which ranks among 
the highest in the English tongue.’ The de 
mand for reform has, however, been long and 
persistent, and at last has found an answer in 
what is known as the Supreme Judicature act of 
1873. The present system includes: . 

1. The Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
eil, which is composed of persons who hold the 
place ex officio. 

2. The High Court of Chancery. This Court 
has several divisions: (a.) The Court of Appeals 
in Chancery, with two Judges. (b.) The Vice- 
Chancellors’ Courts, three in number, (c.) The 
Master of the Rolls Court, one Judge. The 
cost of these Courts, with all their clerks, regis- 
trars, examiners, etc., is £176,202 a year. 

$3. Court of Queen’s Bench. One Chief Justice 
and four Puisne Justices. 

4. Court of Common Pleas. One Chief Jus- 
tice and six Puisne Justices. 

5. The Court of Exchequer. One Lord Chief 
Baron and five Puisne Barons. 

6. Court of Probate, Divorce, and Matrimonial 
Causes. One Judge. 

7. Admiralty and Ecclesiastical Courts, con- 
pigting of one Judge in Admiralty aad several 
Judges in the various branoclies. 

8. Court of Bankruptcy. Oue Jadge.

Dress-Beform. 
[A private letter communicated & The Chicago Trid- 
une.) 

Dean Ciara: So appreciative and enthusiastic 
a correspondent upon the subject of Woman's 
Dreas-Reform deserves the promptest of replies. 
You say you wish for yourself and «a circle of 
friends a fuller account of the garments invent- 
ed some years ago, but brought into notice lately 
by the movement made by the ladies of the New 
England Woman's Club in that direction. A 
sketch of this proposed plan of reform was pub- 
lished in Butterick’s Metropolitan Magazime in 
August, 1869, and, with a little variation, in the 
Boston Woman's Journal a year later. It is not 
unreasonable to suppose that Mrs. Flynt’s efforts 
may have been suggested by those articles, 
which submitted the gubject to thonghtful 
women with the hope of calling out a better 
plan. Having read a description of the Boston 


garments, you incline more favorably to 
these, outlined as they were to you in a former 
letter, and *‘ think the entire suit would please 
many who would not like hers ;” ding: 
“There must be a variety of styles, and out of 
them all, in the dim fatare, there-may be some-

It is proposed, for warmth, to use (one or

UNION SUITS OF KNITTED MATERIAL, 
such as have been in the market ten years; if, 
in some localities, they cannot be found, ordi- 
nary vosts, cat off at the waist-line and joined to 
drawers. A row of buttons placed upon that 
seam will support stocking-ruspenders, linen 
drawers, or flannel skirt, as ired. ° 

The second garment is a combination of 

chemise, babit-ekirt, and underskirt. lt hasa 

oke and collar-band, to which the collar or ruff 
is attached, or they may be buttoned on as men's 
are; needle-work or pieats down the front of the 
pointed yoke, to accommodate the neck or point- 
ed dress-waists; long shirt or coat sleeves, 
with cuffs, or wristbands en which to fasten 
cuffs or ruffles; and a loose, full body, long 
enough to be ornamented at the bottom like an 
underskirt. This garment we will call 

A CHEMIJUPR, 

or a chemisette, ora habi-shirt, if we give to 
the two latter names a larger signification than 
they have formerly held. 

The third garment is a combination of corset, 
suspenders, and balmorabekirt. We call it a 
body-coat. The upper part is a loose-fiiting, 
siceveless basque. It is from 4 to 6 inches larger 
than the measure round the body at that point 
where a belt is worn, aud should extend over the 
hips aud below the waist-line 5 or 6 inehes. 
Upon its lower edge shopld be sewed the fall- 
ness of the balmoral skirt. The ornament of 
the upper part should correspond or harmonize 
with the flounces. This garment may be made 
pointed in the neck, with revers, or it may be 
buttoned from throat to flounce, and should 
have as ample arm-holes as those of a gentle- 
man’s vest, and be as short upon the shoulders. 

I believe, with Mrs. Dio Lewis, that the weight 
should be suspended from the point of support 
used by men. It seems to me that any unnec- 
essary lifting of the weight of the clothes, when 
the -arms are raised, is 60 much waste of 
strength. A -man’s dress does not require it, 
and we may as well avail ourselves of any use- 
ful hints we can get from his experience. 
Merino vests and drawers, buttoning together, 
would be just as well as union suits, of course. 
To make the new costume simple, as well as 
healthful and comfortable, it is desirable that 
there should be but few garments, and each one 
as warm as possible for winter, or as cool as pos- 
sible for summer. 

TO RECAPITULATE :

Another way: The chemijupe may be joined

body-coat made of heavy cloth or wadded silk ;

To be 
very modest and economical, we would suggest 
one of those quilted satin skirts from Stewart's 
to be had for $40, with the basque part made o 
satin to match, or of the new mattelasse silk. 
Indeed, one may be as modest in expenditure 
upon the pew plan arepes the old; for instance, 
a velvet body-coat, lined with quilted silk, 
would be entirely comfortable. A dozen chemi- 
upes, trimmed at neck and wrists with point 
lace, would give at ounce that delicate garniture 
in which novelists love to dress their heroines, 
with an eass that hitherto we have not even 
to imitate, 
little experience will enable us to adopt

WITHOUT MULTIPLYING ARTICLES OF DRESS. 
If a lady is skillful in selecting one or more col- 
ors, and persistent in adbering to them, she 
will find herself able to exchange a lighter po- 
lonaise or sack for a heavier one of tho same 
color, without an annoying accumulation of 
sontags, jackets, breakfast-shawls, scarfs, etc.

Gilchrist, 
The Directory was opened on the Ist of May, 
1873, at No. 1502 Broadway, the corner of Forty- 
fifth street. The offices include a committee- 
room, @ work- a ladies’ reception-room, and 
the employment Women who apply for 
situations are required to give the vet 
their name, nationality, and religion, 
with the names and addresses of former employ- 
ers. If written recommendations are brought, 
they are received and examined. This amount 
of information having been obtained, circulars 
are sent to each of the persons by whom the 
plicant 1s known to have beem employed, with 
b to be filled in and re 80 as to show 
the time of service, and the wages paid, the 
nature of the work and the character of the 
servant go faras known. As 2 postage stamp is 
inclosed, the desired answers are usually ro- 
turned, although a lady sometimes replies that 
‘the girl was employed by her several years ago, 
and must have laterreferences,” not understand- 
ing that the Direotory wishes a complete his- 
tory of the applicant so far as it can be pro- 


cur 

The ladies who subscribe to the Directory pay 
an annual fee of $5, which entitles them to pro- 
cure servants in any capacity. The applicants 
pay a fee of 25 cents, which entitles them to & 
seat in the employment-oflice for one week, and 
to a renewal of the privilege in case no suitable 
offer is made to them within that time. These 
25 ceut fees are used for a relicf-fund, which is 
employed in assisting needy girls out of work 
until situations can be obtained. 

The investigation of character is so strict that 
only the best clags of servants can secure the 
recommendation @f the Directory. Of some 
5,000 for whom ions have been procured 
sinve the work was begun, but about forty have 
proved unsatisfactory, and few bave changed 
_— places. Thequalities deemed essential in 
those engaged are, veainess, punctuality, hon- 
esty, civility, sobriety, and fidelity. If a servant 
in apy way eger oas of her engagements, she 
is further-assigted to a place. Those who 
come for employment are required to be neatly 
dressed, while finery is a decided objection, and 
false hair aod jewelry are positively prohibited. 
These me ares ag mogmraey C considera- 
bie difficulty at . but since the Directory bas 
become better known they are submitted to with 
less opposition, and some of the servants even 
buy the calico dresses and white aprons which 
are farnished by the institution ata small ad- 
vance on the cost of material. 

The applications for servants are received not 
only from persons in this — anpeees 
but by letter from aimoast all parts of the coun- 
try, orders having been filled even for places as 
distant as Wisconsin, The use of the Directory 
for two months can be obtained for $2, but the 
poocereae is given to annual subscribers when 

here is more than one application for the 
same kind of a servant. Those given employ- 
ment are chiefly Irish, but they also include Ger- 
mans, Swedes, and women of various other 
nationalities. Even a number of American 
iris have been induced by it to engage in 

onsework. In addition to servants, the Di- 
rectory suppliea governesses, housekeopers, 
saleswomen, dressmakers, laundresses, etc. Ia 
cases of peed, when situations are not ready, 
seamstresses, house-cleaners, ete., are given 
temporary employment, and for this purpose five 
sowing machines are kept in the workroom. If 
orders are not given for the sewing done, it is 
paid for by the officers of the Directory, and the 
work disposed of az most convenient. Seam- 
stresses are also sent out to private houses by the 
day, and others are sent for semaporery &°Sipbanoe 
to the Training School for Women im Tenth street, 
It is also designed to estabdlish a lodging-house 
for poor women out of employment, and a laun- 
dry aod cooking school will be started when 
there is a prospect that they will be self-sup- 
a en ee 

The Directory encourages the girls in faithful- 
ness to their employers and to their own inter- 
ests, taking an intcrest in the welfare of all who 
show themselves worthy.. These efforts have 
been generally rewarded by honesty and good 
conduct, Mre. Kearny saying that im many in- 
stances girls who have besn assisted 
when in need had come back to repay 
the money when they had obtained em- 
ployment. an illustration of the care 
of the Directory for the servant as well as the 
mistress, she mentioned a cass in which «4 
woman was sent by an uofecling employer to a 
police-station, and then to bBeilevue Hospital, 
where she soon died, a case of apoplexy having 
been mistaken for intoxication. Having investi- 
pued the matter, Mrs. Kearny dolayed the 

urial, and by an advertisement discovered the 
womau's relatives, who were thus enabled to 
give hera decent funeral, while her fiece re- 
ceived a Considerable sum which she had left as 
the result of her savings. 

In regard to intoxication, which for some 
mysterious reason is aspecial failing of other- 
wise desirable cooks, Mrs. Kearny eaid thata 
number of this elass had been induced by the 
Directory to take the temperance pledge before 
their priests, and had then been procured sit- 
uations. The pledges so obtained have not been 
broken in a single instance. 

In all cases the employer is furnished with all 
the information in regard to a servant which the 
Directory has been able to obtain. The institu. 
tion is not yet entirely self-supporting, but as its 
work extends the income is expected to exceed 
the expenses, and enable more to be 
done for objects purely benevolent.

“A FIRE-TRAP. 


The Most Dangerous Section in the 


North Division. 


A Great Area of Wooden Buildings and 
insufficient Water-Supply. 


Character of the Streets. 


There are many localities in this city so dense- 
ly covered with frame buildings that, should a 
fire envelope twoor three of them during the 
prevalence of a moderately strong wind, acre af- 
ter acre would be swept clean, despite the efforts 
of the Fire-Department, and thousands of people 
be deprived of ahome. One of the most dan- 
gerous of these districts is bounded by Sedgwick 
street on the east, Larrabee street on the west, 
Chicago avenue on the south, and Oak street on 
the north, The territory within these limits is 
not only packed with wooden dwellings, barns, 
sheds, and warehouses, but the water-supply for 
fire-purposes is less than in almost any other 
built-up portion of the city. In addition, 
the porth and south sixects (there are 
none running east and west), are 
full of hills, and gullies, and 
holes, and one of them—Wesson street—is ut- 
terly impassable at night. There is not a gas- 
lamp on the latter street, and if a steam engine 
were driven in the chances are ten to one that 
she would never come ont whole. 
THE ATTENTION OF THE BOARD OF FPURLIC WORKS 
has been called to this *‘ fire-nest ” by successive 
Fire-Marshals (it was in the same condition be- 
fore October, 1871, as now), and they have done 
run gen towards affording protection to prop- 
erty, but it is so little compared with what the 
necessities of the district demand as to be of 
little practical value in the event of any other 
than an ordivary fire.

THE STREETS THEMSELVES, 
except Chicago avenue, are not only faced with 
frame dwellings and shops, but there are shan- 
ties in the rear in which people live, and, back of 
these, barns, which front on the alleys. Every 
lot is occupied by at least two houses, and, io 
many instances, by three and even four, close 
up to one another, ingress being had 
from the sides. utilization of 
every inch of und is the work of 
a “philanthropic ~ individual named Hull, 
in whose subdivision the district is located. His 
object was tc provide cheap homes for the poor ; 
he accomplished it, but at the same time was in- 
strumental in establishing a “‘fire-trap” which 
may at any moment sweep away the er r- 
tion of the North Side. 7 pon a 
THE GRADE OF THE STREETS 
was raised by the Board of Public Works after 
the fire of October, 1871, this territory having 
been burned over. They have not, however, 
been filled, except here and there, and Town- 
send, Bremer, and Wesson streets are oxcellent 
places for coasting in the wintertime. The 
sidewalks are irregular, some being on & level 
with the old grade, and others 10 feet high, so 
that in walking one block as much phyrsical force 
is expended as would enable one to travel four 
blocks. Many of these elevated sidewalks are 
above the entrances to the houses, and used for 


“coal sheds”; the ple have no other 
lace to stow their fuel, a  back-vard 
ing $$ unknown among them. The 


sa on Wesson street are obliged to 
leave r wagons ia the roadway, .there being 
no means of access to the stables in the rear; 
and, to get the horses into the barns, tannels 
have been made in the high sidewalks, through 
which the animals are led. When this street is 
filled up, the horses will bave tobe taken through 


the dwellings. 
THE POPULATION 


of the district, which numbers about 10,060, is 
composed of Swedes, Norwegians, Irish, Poles, 
and Germans. Children are as thick as black- 
berries in a Virgivia field, the celebrated Canal- 
port avenue nursery being as naught beside this 
one, The experience of these people in Oc- 
tober, 1871, has made them careful and watch- 
ful, and under ordinary circumstances a fire 
would not get beyond the control of the depart- 
ment, But should half-a-dozen houses ignite, 
they would undoubtedly gather up their house- 
hold goods and flee to a placo of imagined safety. 
THE WATER-SUPPLY 
is adequate for domestic purposes, but fn case 
of a large fire totally insufficient. The pipes, as 
will be seen below,are very small, and five or 
six engines could not pump at the same time, 
since one would draw from another, and the 
nee Fae’ ef water obtained would be so 
little the whole six would be almost useless. 
Even were an ample supply available, in the 
present condition of things, with no east and 
west streets, it would be difficult to get at a fire 
in some parts of the district, particularly one in 
the centre of Wesson street. The hose would 
have to be led in from Larrabee or Bremer 
street, and the stretch would be so long, owing 
to the distance between -the fire-bydrants, that 
not more than two, or perhaps three, insignificant 
streams copld be brought to bear upon the

The sizes of the pipes on the different streets 
are as follows: Chicago avenue, a 24-inch main, 
—a part of the general system,—not connected 
with the fire-hydrants; and an 8-inch pipe, fed 
at one point by the 24-inch pipe which furnishes 
the fire-plugs; Oak street, a 24-inch main, with 
a 6-inch pipe alongside, the latter feeding the 
hydrants; Sedgwick street, a 4inch pipe; 
Townsend stree , a 4inch pipe; Bremer street, 
an 8-inch pipe, lately put in; esson street, a 


4-inch pipes Larrabee street, a 6-inch pipe?

If Pierson, Hinedale, and Whitney streets 
were continued to Larrabee the territory would 
be divided into ordinary blocks, and every part 
of it be accessible. Even with ite street cut 
through, and its 4-inch pipe connected with the 
6-inch pipe in Larrabee street, the property 
would be mach better protected than it is now. 
But, if the Council woukd order the opening, the 
Board of Publhe Works would substitute an 8-inch 
pipe, and put in an additional number of fire-hy-

At present there are three fire-hydrants on 
Larrabee street between Chicago avenue and 
Oak street, four on Oak between Larrabee and 
Sedgwick, none on Wesson, four on Bremer, 
two on Townsend, and four on Sedgwick—four- 
teen in a district over a quarter of a mile square. 

There is only one steam fire-engine within 
hailing distance, but two others are housed 
within a mile, and could reach any given point, 
if the streets were passabie, in from five to ten 
minutes. 

THE REPUTABLE INSURANCE COMPANIES

ite stony bed. The donkeysin the street bray 
with tremulous frequency, anda cloud of dust, 
through the foot-deserted streets, warns all pe- 
destrians that some calamity is at hand. Shut- 
ters flap and creak ; the distant blue hills sur- 
rounding Lima darken and seem lost in gloom ; 
my horse, standing at my paved courtyard-gate, 
unhitched and free to wander at will up and 
down the paths, as ia the custom, suddenly be- 
gins to tremble, gives shrill neighs, and a cold 
sweat runs down his shapely neck and legs, as he 
shudders and grows more and more uneasy. 
Now my dog begins to howl, and crouches with 
trembling lumpa, and mute, imploring eyes, atmy 
feet. The wind wails, the sky darkens, and a 
hoarse, muttered murmur comes on the air, near 
and more near, low and ominous, Now thedoors 
begin to quiver, the windows jarand rattle. My 
bird-cage, with its frightened occupants, sways 
and falls; the parrot shrieks, 

“EL TEMBLOR! EL TEMBLOR!” 
(the earthquake! the earth roomy J and buried 
his head under his wing. Now very house- 
timbers and joists crack and strain. eys 
fail, with adobe plastering flying; and all the 
affrighted inbabitants, Peruvian and foreign, 
rush madly, peli-meli, into the street. Many 
run to the open a or square, to escape the 
falling buildings, should any fall. 

A sudden lull, &® hush of wind and moan- 
ing sound, and again, louder and nearer, 
the dread earthquake comes again. Here 
are frightened women, with disheveled 
hair, and tears of penitence; here 
are wealthy senoras, half clad, and just from 
their toilette, kneeling in common fright and 
suspense most trying, side by side with the Chi- 
nese beggar, sore and loathsome, or beside a ne- 
gro Cholo, fairly pale with apprehension. There 
are cries aud prayers, clasped hands and kneel- 
ing figures, in long black mantas, looking more 
ghastly from the funereal aspect. ‘“ Where can 
we hide?” ‘** Where may we go?” cry one and 
all as the ground rises and f in billowy undu- 
lations ; and children mingle their screams with 
the general uproar. Yetali of it passes over in 
LESS THAN A SECOND OF TIME,— 

in much leas time than I have taken to describe 
it; aud when again the sun bursts forth, the 
clouds disperse, and all fears are allayed that 
the earthquake will come again this day, then 
the kneeling figures jump up as lively as they 
kneoit down, and the laughter and the gossiping 
begin. Beside the public fountains, the dark- 
eyed senorita, with the powder on only half her 
face, gathers and rolls up her masses of heavy 
bair, and, smiling, flita into the. house to com- 
plete her toilette; and the vociferous cries of 
the water-men, the ealls of the cake and dulce 
venders, and the bustle of busy city life com- 
mence exactly where they were interrupted an 
hour before! 

Such is the levity of these people, so accus- 
tomed have they become to these earthquake- 
shocka, that they will dance, and flirt, and sing ; 
go through ell the different gradations of hor- 
ror, terror, abject despair, faintings, prayings, 
kneelings, mea-culpa cries and ahriekings, dur- 
ing the few short seconds of an earthquake vi- 
bration; and forget its terrors as soon as it has 
passed quiveringly by. 

But, with a foreigner, the case is very different. 
He may have been through fire and flood, 
through the dangers of shipwreck, and through 
hairbreadth escapes on land and on sea; but, 
the longer he lives in this voleanic country ; the 
more he treads its thin, lava-crus soil, 
and studies the inner volcanic forces of its 
strata; the oftener he experiences an ever-so- 
slight vibration of an earthquake, the more he 
dreads and fears it; the more solemn are his 
reflections as the earth and sea rock and jar ; 
and, as to becoming used to it, only a native- 
cord Peruvian can say that with any shadow of 
truth. 

Of all the borrors of an earthquake, those 
shocks

are the most terrible. Your bed rocks you like s 
very cradle; and, throwing on the first clothin 
that lies handy, you attempt to draw with 
trembling hands the bolts of the doors of your 
house,—that meanwhile are jarring and crash- 
ing so that you seem every moment in danger of 
being buried in a living tomb by the falling tim- 
bers,—and then, when desperate fear has given 
you superhuman strength to pull the 
displaced bolts from their fastenings, you rush 
headlong, impelled by theeoscillating lateral mo- 
tion, into the tient streots, with a darkness 
that can be felt all around you,—your knees 
quaking, and the cries of kneeling, awe-strickea 
wretches singing iu your ears, 

Such a feeling of insecurity comes over you, 
guch a sense of your own littleness, when the 
solid ground rolls and quivers under your feet! 
Sucha feeling of awe, and shrinking of very 
soul, after the shock has passed on and over, 
and you are left, pallid and dazed, to think of it 
all.

THE LOAN MARKET. 

The consideration of mortgages for August, 
1873, included two railroad loans, viz. : the Chi- 
cago & Atlantic Railway Company, some $7,500,- 
000; and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company, $30,000,000. During August, 
1874, the Chicago & Illinois River Bailroad Com- 
pany increased the consideration of trust-deeds

by $500,000. Railroad loans may fairly be con- | 


sidered somewhat exceptional, and therefore, 
throwing them aside, it must be allowed that the 

business for August of the present year has not 

been so bad as the croakers would have us be- 

lieve, particularly when it is considered that 

August, 1873, was before the panic. The foreign 

loan companies are the only varties that have 

reason to complain, for, whereas their loans last 

year were $656,440, for August, 1874, they have 

been only $216, 000.

The impression prevails that we are on the eve 
ofamore satisfactory business. As far as re- 
gards the rate of interest, actual transactions 
bring no change to the surface.

QUEBEC. 


A Sunday-Trip to the Isle of 
Orleans. 


The French People---Their Manners 
and Dress. 


The Hotel Dieu and Its Nuns--- 
Three Heroines of the 
Past. 


Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
Qvened, Aug. 26, 1874. 

There are very few pilgrims and strangers 
visiting Quebec, even for a week, who do not de- 
vote at Jeast a day to tho lovely 
ISLE OF ORLEANS. 
It lies in the broad St. Laurence, sbout 5 miles 
below the city, and is a place of constant resort 
for people of every class. As in all Catholic 
countries, Sunday is a day of easy religious ob- 
servance and general recreation ; consequently, 
the little steamer to the Island is never so 
crowded as upon that day. Being in Rome, I 
did as the Romans do, and last Sunday helped to 
swell the crowd. hp 
There were perhaps 200 on the boat, and they 
formed euch a company as I think it would be 
impossible to find anywhere in the United 
States; and, listevwing to the foreign languge, 
and looking at the style of dress and the differ- 
ent manners, it was hard te realize that the 
ocean did not roll between me and the dear old 
“States.” Throe-fourths of the people were 
French. And, although they laughed, and 
talked, and were merry, in a patural, unre- 
strained manner, there was nothing boisterous 
or noisy about them. To an American, their 
easy grace and freedom from embarrassment 
cannot fail to be apparent; and they get 
themselves into pretty, picturesque groups,— 
perhaps to listen to some piece of news, or & 
recital of some sort, from one of their number ; 
and express their surprise, or burst out into a 
gay peal of laughter, so effectively that one feels 
as if witnessing an opera, and half-expects to 
see 8 prima-donna start out from the group with 
a solo, or strike up a duet with ove of the bright, 
vivacions-looking young fellows, who could 
easily be a tenor. 
But, although Canada has imported much of 
the French manner, what has become of 
FRENCH TASTE IN DRESS? 
Either the vessel it was sent over in was lost, or 
else I am sadly disappointed in the much-praised 
article. Of course there are ladies who dress 
with taste; but it is no longer a mystery to mo 
why an American girl is recognized as being from 
“the Btates” the moment she enters a store, 
even before she bétrays her nationality by speak- 
ing. It is true that, at present, fashionable so- 
ciety has *‘ gone to salt-water,” as they say here ; 
still, the women one meets upon the street or 


‘gees in church will not compare favorably in 


é@ress with similar classes at home. 

But I am allowing a weak fominine trait to 
carry me away from a description of the Isle of 
Orleans: It is a rocky mass, or at leaet appears 
go as you approach it; but, when once landed, 
and strolling about through ite cool, dark for- 
ests, or across its wide meadows, you are con- 
vinced that it is covered with a deep, rich soil, 
which makes it valuabic in other ways than as a 
summer-resort. It is 25 miles in length, and, 
like everything else about Quebec, is historic 
ground ; for here it was that Jacques Cartier and 
his band landed in 1585. And, indeed, it was 
from this island that 

QUEBEC WAS CHRISTENED. 

I believe La Potherie, in accounting for the 
name, thus furnishes ite derivation, though, like 
a prudent historian, he says; ‘‘Je ne suis pas 
garand de cette etymologie.” In my turn, I, too, 
wash my hands of all responsibility in vouching 
for it. But history and tradition say that, when 
Cartier and his Normans first beheld 
the high cape (upon which the cit- 
adel now stands), they cried out: ‘“ Quel 
bec!” (** What a promontory, or beak!”) 
Which would secom a reasonable-enough way of 
accounting for the word Qnebeo. So rich and 
luxuriant is vegetation upon the Island that 
these explorers dedicated it to Bacchus in name. 

At present it is dotted over with pretty little 
summer-houses, where Quebec families to 
pass the summer; and there are twe or the 
tiny hotela, where less-fortunate people can 
make themselves at home fora few weeks. 

The ride down the Island is perfectly delight- 
ful. As you leave Quebec, the view is unsur- 

from any direction, and the distant sight 

of Montmorenci Falls, as you steam past them, 
is beautiful enough to alone repay one for going. 
The fleecy-white fail, as it pours into deap 
gorse. between its pine-clad banks, stands out 
ike the silent ghost of some other fall,—for we 

are too far away to hear the roar, but quite near 
enough to gather every detail of the soft picture. 

But I must return to Quebec, to give you a 
glimpse of 

THE LOVELY SCENE 

I daily feast my eyes upon. From my window I 
gee one ofthe fairest and most beautifal 
jandscapes which the afternoon sun is lighting 
up. Against the northern and westerh horizon 
rests an undulating mountain-line. At! the foot 
of these bills, which are already beginning to 
wear the shadows of evening, lie the Indi 

village of Lorette and the French village of 
Beaufort, whose snow-white houses show in 
strong relief with the brilliant green ee 
Between them and me rolls the St. Ohar 

River, on its way to join the St. Lawrence. At 
this hour it is a broad, bandsome river, for we 
have a tide of 15 feet. But, at ebb-tide, the 
pretty white sails, that are now makiug it so pic- 
turesque, bave to huddle into the shrunken 
channe!, while a great green island discovers it- 
self for a few hours twice out of the twenty-four. 

This is the distant view, Directly opposite are 
the handsome wails inclosing the garden of 

HOTEL DIEU. 

As the nuns belongiug to this convent never 
step outside the walls, they seem almost as be- 
longing to another world; and, as no stranger is 
allowed within the garden, it bas something of the 
charm of forbidden ground ; consequently I need 
not,say that to watch the nuns, and to inte 
their garden, as I sit in my lofty seat, is a mest 
fascinating occupation tor me. 

There are a few words which one involuntarily 
associates with cloister-walis. Almost anv well- 
regulated mind requires that a nun should 
flit,” or “glide,” or at least “ steal silently, ” 
about the garden-aisles ; but my nuns do noth- 
ing of the sort. They come with the firm tread 
of a grenadier down the walke, and pounce with 
unreienting decision upon any Inckless weed 
that has had the audacity to thrust its head 
above grouna overnight. They pluck ap redolent 
onions or snip off fragrant roses with a business- 
like air which does not admit of the shadow of 
sentiment. Not that a nun should be senti- 
mental, of course; 6tiii——. Well, I cannot 
weave @ romance about them, try as I will; and, 
after watching thom, I can only conclude that 
the conventional nun of fiction and the conven- 
tual nun of reality are two widely-different per- 
sons. ‘I'he one is an ethereal, high-souled en- 
thusiast ; the other is a practical—perhaps com- 
monplace—weman, who, from conscientious mo- 
tives, strays into a convent instead of a home of 
ber own, and does her duty in the same straight- 
forward manner in the one haven that she would 
have doue it in the othe-. 

But, if the Hotel Dien and its inmates of to- 
dav do not interest greatly, 

IT HAS A PAST 
which cannot fail to. It was established, nearly 
250 years ago, by tho Duchess D’Aiguillion, a 
niece of the famons Cardinal De Richelieu. And 
to this day masses are said in its chapel for the 
soul of each; for the Duchess was assisted both 
her uncle’s mouey and influence. 

But, though the Hotel Dien might never have 
been bat for thet, it is not the great Cardinal 
nor the pious Duchess who shows brightest 
through the dimness of 200 years aud more.

From 
this they were driven by the cruel Iroquois, and, 
for a long time, eo unsafe was Quebec from 
their attacks that these poor bospitalers were 
obliged to seek refuge every night in the Jesuits 
College, which is much more centrally located, 
and where regular apartments were given to 
them. 

These three are the nuns that I oftenest see 
flitting about the garden of the Hotel Dien ; and 
the high walls, lofty trees, and long piles of 


| buildings seem like fit monuments to thom. 
While the cloud of fragrance which rises from’ 


the great masses of mignonette seems like a 
sweet incense to the pure souls that, I cannot 
help thinking, must love to turn earthward oc- 
casionally, and revisit the scenes of their lovi 
labors. — A. T. H.

Our wheat article of this morning was intend— 
ed to read to the effect that 50s per quarter for 
wheat in England was the lowest price named 
for this year by those of the English writers who 
have discussed the probabilities of the future in 
wheat prices. 

We note that some complaints are being made 
to the effect that the recent falling off in the re- 
ceipts of grain at this point is due to the un- 
necessarily severe character of our inspection, 
which is sending large quantities of grain to 
Milwaukee that would otherwise come here, 
These complaints may be quickly and fully an- 
swered. First, our inspection is as nearly uni- 
form as it ever was, and as it is possible to make 
it; secondly, the falling off in receipts is 
due entirely to the recent severe break 
in prices, which caused country holders to hang 
back fora favorable turn in quotations, third, 
they have a corner in Milwaukee, or think they 
have, a great deal more wheat having been sold 
there for this month ; short, than can possibly 
be received there, which tends to cause better 
prices there than in Chicago; and, lastly the 

eculiar facility with which wheat is graded 
in Milwaukee according to the section 
it may come from is not paralleled 
in Chicago, and ought not tobe. There is now 
a prospect that the receipts of wheat at this 
point will increase, because the market has re- 
acted from the weakness which would probably 
have carried wheat down to 75c por buif 650 
cars per day had been received for a week longer. 
The advice to farmers to send in the grain as 
fast as possible, wrespective of the condition of 
the market, may be selfish, but it is not always 
coramendable. 

The Chicago cane gee markets were generally 
slower to-day tham on Friday, and grain was 
weak, though moderstely active. The weathor 
was finer, both here and in Earope, and there 
was a tendency to react from the unusual 
strength of yesterday, while the stronger feel- 
ing in freighte was also an argument in favor of 
lower prices od pnw The markets at other 
poiuts were quoted easier, but this was quite as 
much effect as cause, at least so faras New 
York was concerned. The shipping movement 
Was an active one. 

The demand for domestic ary goods was fairly 
active, local retailers, as well as the couniry 
trade, ordering with fair liberality. Prices were 
steady and firm. Groceries were distributed to 
a fairaggrogate at substantially yesterday's quo- 
tations, an 4¢c advance in two or three grades of 
brown sugar being the only change noted. At 
the moment there is a short supply of sugar, and 
holders predict a further advance. Coffee re- 
mains dull, with low grades selling irregularly. 
Rice is steadier. Pp, spices, candles, and 
most other lines, are steady and firm. The but- 
ter market again dieplayed a weak tone, though 
there was no actual decline. Cheese remains 
quiet and steady. The demand for fish is active 
for the season, avd for saltwater-cured, of 
which there is a scarcity, the market 
is strong. Dried fruits were very quiet. 
The inquiry was for small parcels just to satisfy 
immediate wants, and the gen tendency of 
prices was downward. he only Dato 3 
change was a decline of Se in loose Muscatel 
raisins. No new features worthy of note were 
apparent in the bagging, coal, wood, and leather 
markets, quiet prevailing all around, with prices 
about steady. Tobacco continues to meet with a 

ood demand and still shows an upward ten- 

ney. 

The yard lumber trade was fair for the time of 
year, as far as the country demand was concern- 
ed, but dull on local account, thongh the large 
number of buildings now in process of erection 
in the city require more lumber than hitherto, 
and the trade is a little better than it has been, 
with a prospect of contioued improvement. 
Quotations are usually adhered to, except for 
sume common grades, which are occasionally 
billed at lower prices. The receipts at the docks 
wore light, and it seems probable that the novelty 
will last a while, manufacturers having at 
last made arrangements for bolding their lum- 
ber.

It was said that he had been involved in some 
affair which made him anxious to wipe out the 
A NOTEWORTHY EXPLOIT ; 
gpd be had been busy for some time among the

pim in the enterprise he meditated. Sixteen of 
them caught his spirit, struck hands him, 
gud pledged their word. They bound th lves 
by oath to accept no quarter; and, having gamed 
Maisonneuve'’s consent, they made their wills, 
eunfessed, and received the sacramept. As they 
kuelt for the last time before tbe alcar in the 
ebapel of the Hotel Dieu, that sturdy little pop- 
gistion of pious Indian-fighters gazed on them 
with entbusiasm, not unmixed with an envy 
which bad io 1t nothing ignoble.- Some of the 
men of Montreal, with the brave Charles 
Le Moyne at their head, begged them to wait till 
the spring-sowing was over, that they might join 
them; but Daulaé refused. He was jealous of 
the glory and the danger, and be wished to com- 
mand, which he could not have done had Le 
Moyne been present. ' 

The spirit of the enterprise was purely medie- 
wal. The enthusiasm of hovor, the enthusiasm 
of adventure, and the enthusiasm of faitb, were 
ite motave forces. Daulac was a knight of the 
early crusades among the forests and savages of 
the New World. Yet the incidents of this exotic 
heroism are definite and clear as a tale of yester- 


. day. The names, ages, and occupations of the 
_ peventeeu young men may still be read on the 


ancient register of the Parish of Montreal; and 


| ¢he notarial acts of that year, preserved in the 


records of the city, contain minute accounts of 
guch property as each of them possessed. Phe 
three eldest were of 28, 30, and 31 years respect- 
ively. The age of the rest varied from 21 to 27. 
They were of various callings,—soidiers, armor- 
oun insb-epntin lime-burners, or settlers wilh- 
out wades. e greater number had come to 
the colony as part of the reimforcemeat brought 
by Maisonneuve in 1653. 

AFTER A SOLEMN FAREWELL, 
they embarked in several canoes weil supplied 
With arms and ammunition.

Meanwhile, forty warriors of that remnant of 
the Hurons who, in spite of lroquois persecu- 
tions, still lingered at Quebec, had set out on a 
war-party, led by the brave and wily Etienne 
Annabotana, their most noted Chief. They 
stopped by the way at Three Rivers, where they 
founda band of Christian Algonquins under a 
chief named Mituvemeg. Anvuabotaha challenged 
him to a trial of courage, and it was agreed that 
they should meet at Montreal, where they were 
likely to tind a speedy opportunity to put their 
nettle to. test. ither, accordingly, they 
sepaired,—the Algonquian with three followers, 
and the Huron with thirty-nine. 

It was not long before they learned the de- 
parture of Daulac and his companions. ‘“ For,” 
observes the honest Dollier de Casson, “ the 
principal fault of our Frenchmen is to talk too 
much.” The wish seized them to share the ad- 
venture, and to that end the Huron Chief asked 
the Governor for a letter to Daulac, to serve as 
credentials.

oin the other fugitives, he fired his pistol at 

imioarage. The four Algonquius, who had 
po mercy to hope for, stood fast, with the courage 
of despair. 

On the fifth day an uproar of unearth!v yells 
from 700 savage throats, mingled witn a clatter- 
ing salute of musketry, told Frenchmen that 
the expected reinforcement had come; and 
soon, in the forest and on the clearing, a crowd 
of warriors mustered for the attack. Kuowing 
from the Huron deserter’ the weakness of their 
evemy, they had no doubt of an easy victory. 
They advanced cautiously, as was usual with the 
Iroquois before their biood was up, screeching, 
leapiog from eide to side, and firing as they came 
on; butthe French were at their posts, and 
every loophole darted its tongue of fire. Be- 
sides muskets, thev bad heavy musketoons of 
large calibre, which, scattering scraps of lead 
and iron among the throng of savages, often 
maimed séveral of them at one discharge. The 
Iroquois, astonished at the persistent vigor of 
the defense, 

FELL BACK DISCOMFITED. 
The fire of the French, who werg themselves 
completely undercover, nad told cath them with 
deadly effect. Threo days mora wore away in « 
series of futile attacks, made with little concert 
or vigor; and during all this time Daulac and bis 
men, reeling with exhaustion, foucht aad prayed 
as before, sure of a wartyr’s reward. 

Tne uncertain, vacillating temper common to 
all Indians now began to declare itself. Some of 
the Iroquois were for going home. Others re- 
volted at the thought, and declared that it would 
be an sternal disgrace to lose so many men at 
the hands of so paltry au enemy, and yet fail to 
take revenge. It was resolved to make a gen- 
eral assault, and volunteers were cailed for to 
lead the attack. After the custom on ruch occa- 
sions, bundles of small sticks were thrown upon 
the ground, and those picked them up who 
dared,—thus accepting the gage of battle, and 
enrolling themselves in the forlorn hope. No 
precaution was neglected. Large and heavy 
shields, 4 or 5 feet high, were made by lashing 
together three split logs with the aid of cross- 
bars, Covering themselves with these mante- 
lets, the chosen band advanced, followed by the 
motley throng of warriors. In spite of a brisk 
fire, they reached the palisade, and, crouching 
beiow the range of shot, bewed furiously with 
their batchets to eut their waythrough. The 
rest followed ciose, and swarmed like angry hor- 
nets around the little fort, backing and tearing 
to get in, ‘ 

Daulac had crammed a large musketoon with 
powder, and plugged up the muzzle. Lighting 
the fuse inserted in it, he tried to throw it over 
the barrier, to burst like a grenade among the 
savages without; but it struck the ragged top of 
ope of the palisades, fell back among the 
Frenchmen, and ex; loded, killing and wounding 
several of them, and neariv biiuding others. 
In the confusion that followed the Iroquois

and, thrusting in their guns fired on those with- 
in. In a moment more they bad torn a breach 
in the palisade; but, nerved with the evergy of 
desperation, Daulac aud his followers sprang to 
defend it. Another breach was made, and then 
avother. Daulac was struck dead, but the sur- 
vivors kept up the fight. With a sword or a 
hatchet in ove hand and a kuife in tie other, 
they threw themselves against the throng of 
enemies, striking and stabbing with the f of 
madmen, till the lroquois, despairing of coking 
them alive, fired voliey after volley and shot 
them down. All wai over, and a burst of tri- 
umphant yells proclaimed the dear-bought vie- 
tory. 

Searching the pile of corpses, the victors 
found four Frenchmen still breathiug. Three 
had scarcely a spark of life, and, as no time was 
to be iost, they burned them on the spot. The 
fourth, less fortunate, seemed likely to survive, 
and thev reserved him for future torments. As 
for the Huron deserters, their cowardice profited 
them little. The Lroqguois, regardless of their 
promises, fell upon them, burned some at once, 
and carried the rest to their villages for a simi- 
Jar fate. Five of the number had the good for- 
tune to escape, and it was from them, aided by 
admissions made long afterwards by the Iroquois 
themselves, that the French of Canada de:ivee

The Iroquois had had fighting enough. If sev- 
euteen Frenchman, four Algonquins, and one 
Huron, behind a picket fence, could hold 700 
warriors at bay so long, what might they expect 
from many such, fighting behind walis of store? 
For that year they thought no more of captur- 
ing Quebec and Montreal, but went home de- 
jected and amazed, to how! over their losses, 
and nurse their dashed courage for a day of ven- 
geance.

Play-writing is the highest branch of the lit- | 


erary art, and it demands from an author the 
secure possession of rare and peculiar qualifica- 
tions. He may bes biographer or historian, a 


| novelist or poet, or philosopher, or critic, of the 


greatest information and highest culture, able 
to express himself with facility in prose or 
verse,—he may have all these faculties, and 
more, and still lack the ability to write a play. 
First, he must know men. Not with such in- 
formation as comes from books, or schools, but 
in that practical and genera! ‘sense which is 
gained only by rubbing against the world. He 
must have thg power of understanding motives, 
acing impulses, and comprehending results. 
He must be able to distinguish between the mi- 
nute shadings of character, and at the same time 
read the inmost thoughts and yearnings of 
mankind. He must be familiar with the conflict 
of the great psychologica! and material forces. 
Where the spirit’s chisel cuts into the marble 
flesh, there lies the field for his art. His play 
must be an accurate record of human experience. 
Ip such true transcript the them? will be nata- 
ral, its progrése direct, and the conclusion firm 
and unmistakable. All the situations, however 
complicated they may appear, will have an air of 
probability clinging to them which will render 
them impressive as the circumstances of evary- 
day-life. Each person will have a character sepa- 
rated in all its bearings from every other person, 
and this distinct individuality will be maintained 
at all times. They will think, and talk, 
and act like human beings. They will come up- 
on the scene at the proper moment, bave sotne- 
thing of importance to say. and disappear when 
they are no longer wanted. Every character 
must be rourided into a unit, and have some 
part, however small it may be, which is indis- 
pevsable to the plot. The words and thoughts 
used by it must suggest the person who is speak- 
ing, and the ® 80 employed must become 
its social sation in life. There must be po un- 
natural situations or complications, no embar- 
rassed motions, no forced or awkward denoue- 
ment. Everything must appear reasonable: 
every thought and every action must have had 
ap ao ge cause. 
Briefly, the playwright gathers a score of peo- 
ple out of the world which is natural, and 
places them in that smaller world, called the 
stage, where everything is artificial. 
the artificial world appear to be the real one.

Here is the story of this play : 

Raphael D uc & young sculptor, has twice 
taken the prize, and finds 10,000 francs to his 
credit. He works unceasingly, spurred bv am- 
bition and cheered by the presence of his moth- 
er. Love for the Beautif and success, have 
turned bis worid into a Paradise. One day, in 
the Forest of Fontainbieau, be mects M'lle 
Marco. Sheis a transcendently-beautiful girl, 
moving in the costly realm of fashion, who has 
resolved to marry for money. Attracted by the 
charms of her person, the young sculptor speaks 
with her, and from the first hour is most des- 
perately in love. In order to be near her, he 
neglects his art and forsakes his home. For ber, 
unworthy as she is, he allows a pure love to 
strike its roots into the depths of his soul. While 
he is blind and deaf to everything but Marco, 
andcan think and speak only her name, she 
accepts the band of a wealthy Parisian noblie- 
man. This shock weakens him from his long 
dream, but he resolves to see her once more, 
hoping that all may not be lost. That meetin 
forms a scene which is almost without a nenalal 
in the annals of the modern stage. Raphael 
pleads with the energy and pathos of a con- 
demned man, pouring out the love and hopes of 
bis refined and sensitive heart in atorrent. Marco 
replies by showing him the frightful spectacle 
of a marble hea: t, and details the glow process of 
its early petrifaction. His love vanishes in hatred, 
leaving his life wrecked on the desolate reefs 
of despair. In a frenzy he goes back to his de- 
serted home, learns of bis mother’s death from 
neglect, resolves to work and forget, is haunted 
by the speccre of his hate, ioses the god Reason, 
sinks in delirium, and dies from a broken heart. 
M’lle Marco is surrounded by some butterflies of 
society. The sculptor has one grand and true 
friend, that immortal character, Volage, whose 
other names are Reason, Opinion, and the 
World, and whom he sacrifices, along with all 
that is valuable, on the altar of a blind passion. 

Such is the short thread by which the plsy is 
held together; plot it cannot be called, for it 
lasts no longer than Raphael's money. Bat you 
perceive at once tuat it was not made to fill up 
the gap of hope at any theatre, and that it does 
not reachout Wany star. You know at a 
glance that it chronicles no event of history, and 
came not out of the “ lumber-regions’’ of any 
brain. 

There is nothing new or startling about it. 
The great result is produced by merely passing 
the old and simple materials anew through the 
magic loom of life. Mareo setup an idol of 
gold in ber heart, which soon became for it a 
palace of Pentellic marble. Her fair flesh solidi- 
fied into a statue. The glowing impuises of her 
youth faded out, and she became deaf 
to reproaches, dead to remorse ; yet she lived op 
and on the incarnation of this mystery: Gold. 
Raphael—the gifted, humun Raphael—garnered 
up his affection where the moth corrupts aud 
thieves break through and steal. His pure and 
nobie love was as nothing ip the sight of Marco, 
who regarded the whole world as one great mar- 
ket, wuere everything is to be bought. No ex- 

lanation can be offered for Raphael's course. 

ie loved because he could not help it. He was 
human, and felt the eternal thril! which every- 
where lies underneath the mystery of sex. From 
the stand-point of such as Marco, his life 
must appear to be the very comedy 
of iove, but is a terrible tragedy every day en- 
acted in society. In the plan of bumanity, it is 
the misfortune of some lives to be overwhelmed 
by sorrow. We realize the fact, but cannot 
go beyondit. inthis play, the yellow dust is 
contrasted most sharply with the value of a 
soul. It shows the desperate’ struggle and in- 
evitable defeat which come to the man who 
fights Derting with his paked hand. 

The interest in the fourth and fifth chapters of 
this history is iotense. Here is seen how the 
hand of unrequited love loses its cunaing, and 
the heart of a strong mao, buoyant with youth, 
breaks under agony. Here a noble and beauti- 
fal soul is quenched in the darkness. The 
spectacie is terrible—appalling. In the bands of 
Mr. Adams, this scene surpasses the utmost 
power of language to describe. It ranks equal 
with the best exhibitions of the histrionic art 
known to America in this generation, 

The first act, called the Sculptor’s Dream, is 
an allegory which lifts Greece as by mirage out 
of the haze of antiquity. The Athens which 
Pericles found in brick and rebuilt in marble 
spreads ou the divine beauty of her proportions. 
That is the a of Jupiter ; here stands the 
Citadel; on yonder height you can see the Par- 
thenon, which bolds Minerva. They are all white 
and glittering as doves in the sun- 
get. All tbe_worid % in the street ; Phidias, 
who made the chrvyselephantine statues, is 
speaking with Diogeues, the Philosopher. Alci- 
biades, the Geveral, is waiking hand-in-hand 
with Georgias, the niillionaire, Strabon and 
Thea, the slaves, hurry by,—one carrying his 
measure of figs, the other with her fillet of 
flowers. On every side are evidences of the 
culture and prowess of Pericles and Cimon. 
The beauty and inteliect of Aspasia are seen and 
felt in the sculpture which adorns the houses 
and temples. The perfection of Hellenic art 
blooms in the stone flowers of the cornices, 
and reappears in the figures of the Met- 
opes. The wind that bas wafted in from 
the Zgean is filled with the whispers of Socrates 
and Zeno. The sun in the heavens is shining on 
the mortals who were able to write all over their 
Empire, in letters of gold, the word Immor- 
tality. 

So skillful were the authors of this piay that 
po anachronism has crept into this prologue. 
Not a thought or idea appears which has come 
into the economy of life since the Christian era. 
This allegory is complete in itself, and bas like- 
wise no connection whatever with the play. It 
is a vivid picture of Athens in her glory shin- 
ing out of the etarry sky for a half-hour, 
and ~then vanishing from our bewilder- 
el eyes. Nevertheless. the Grecian char- 
acters are ail beautifully reproduced in theo 


Vulage. -Lais, aud Phryne, and Aspasia, tind 
their couoterpart in Marco. Veandore has in- 
herited the wealth of Georgias. Marie has found 
the womauly heart and neglected love of Thea.

Chateaumargaux. 

This wonderful drama, which contains no im- 
pure thought; this landmark in a century of 
dramatic literature; this piay that bas wings, 
and goes flying through the sky, is both classic 
and realistic, both practical and romantic, simple 
and profound. Itis unlcttered and cultivated; 
it is frivolous and serious; it is vivacious and 
melancholy, and comical, philosophical,and trag- 
ical. Here the classic stream, which has been 
flowing placidly for centuries, breaks into rap- 
ide, and plunges over the passionate cataract of 
modern realiem.

Bayard Taylor’s Visit to Them. 


Another Interesting Account of Ice 
landic Experiences. 


Bayard Taylor's Letter to the New York Tribune, 
THIneva.a, Aug. T. 

Our caravan had aiready fallen into an orderly 
manoper of travel. Eyvindur and Jon rode ahead, 
taking charge of the baggage and loose ponies. 
While the iatter kept to the track the guides 
sang melancholy native songs, or passed the 
horn of snuff from one nose toanother. This 
implement, like an old-fashioned powder-horn, 
has a neck which bolds the proper charge; the 
man throws his head back with a sudden jerk, 
applies the horn to his nostril, and receives the 
contents. The process is repeated at least a 
dozen times a day, and the result is an upper lip 
which only the most reckless passion could toler- 
ate as the agent of a kiss. 

THE BOY GEIR 

rode beside me, eager to learn something more 
of a world he had never seen. When puzzled to 
understand some English word, or at a loss to 
find the one he wanted, he would generally ask : 
‘* What is it in Latin?” Presently he surprised 
me by the qnestion. “ What do you think of 
Byron as a poet?” “ He is one of the very first 


in the modern English literature,” I answered. 
“Is not the song of the spirits, in ‘ Manfred,’ 
considered very fine?” Geir asked again. “I 
like it very much.” 

Happening to mention German, the boy began 
to talk the ianguage with about as much fluency 
as English.

And this 
was a poor, fatherleas boy of 17, with an Ice- 
landic education ! Modest, ge hy Mean an 
warm with a wrelees eagerness for knowledge, 
not one of our party could belp loving Geir, aad 
feeling the sincerest interest in his fortunes. 

In spite of the tremendous desolation of the 
scenery, it was far more varied and grand than 
that between Dejkiavik and Thingvalla. The 
sky cleared as we reached the farther end of the 
lava field, at the corner of a mossy mountain 
with a bare, black summit, where path de- 
scended through a rocky ravine to a stretch of 
green meadow-land below. Farto the east, 50 
or 60 miles away, the horizon was bounded by a 
long lie of snow-topped mountains. 

‘“nexca |” 

cried FEyvindur, pointing to s broad, humpy 
mass of snow, which rose considerably above the 
general level. The summit was still hidden; but 
the mantle (heklu means “‘a niantle” in Ice- 
landic) of snow was so unbroken and extended 
so far down the sides that the perfect quiet of 
the volcano was manifest. There has been no 
eruption since 1845. 

As we approached the mountain, the eastern 
range, including Hekia, which bad been bidden 
for two bours, again came into view, and this 
time free from cloud. ‘‘We don’t often see 
Hekla so clear as he is now,” said the guide. It 
was a lovely but a surprisingly peaceful and pas- 
toral landscape. From the height where we rode 
we overlooked a grassy plain,*some 20 miles in 
breadth, sparkling here and there with little 
lakes or the winding courses of rivers. Bevond 
it were low, sof:ly-undu'ating hills, over which 
Hekia towered—or rather heaved—broad, heavy 
in outline, and only beautiful because the sun 
made a golden gleam of ite enow. Toward the 
604 some blue, scattered peaks rose like islands ; 
far to the north, where the great plain eame 
down on the very heart of Iceland, there were 
glimpses of remoter snows and glaciers. But 
out on the green level, 15 miles away, there sud- 
denly shot a silvery column of steam, at least a 
bundred feet in height. ‘* The geysers!” some 
one cried; but, no! it was a great boiling 
spring, or caldron, Eyvindur said, which never 
sends up jets of water. It was the only thiog 
in the vast view which resembled a sign of 
human hfe—and was really a menace against 
life, 

It was 7 o'clock, the pale, level light slowly 
rose on the Eastern mouniains, and we were get- 
ting to be. wretchediy weary, when another 
mountain corner was turned, and over the plain, 
at the foot of a dark, isolated bill, about 5 miles 
off, rose a dozen tall columas of steam. 

THE GEYSERS, AT LAST! 
“It is spouting!” cmed Jon, as one jet shot 
higher tuan the others. 

Wiese is a byre, or farmstead, at the foot of 
the hill; the bot springs lie just beyond, along 
the eastern base, and not much above the level! 
of the piain. A space 400 yards in length by 100 
in breadth includes the two geysers, the Strokr, 
and about twenty smaller springs. We rode be- 
tween the latter, which were simply boiling and 
roaring from holes in a bed of silicious rock. 
Beyond them came the Strokr, a larger and 
more furious pit, them a patch of green turf, on 
which the tents wére already pitched for the 
roval party, and beyond it a low, crater-lixe ele- 
vation, half-veiled in steam, which I was rather 
reluctant to recognize as the Great Geyser. But 
there was no other caldron beyond; half a dozen 
men were standing about the brim—yet it looked 
so natural and barmleasg! 

Il slept soundly, but some members of our 
party were excited and restless.‘ Toward morn- 
ing, there were several mysterious underground 
thumps, which sent them posting to the geyser’s 
brim ; but only denser steam and a heavier over- 
flow of water followed. The scetie in the morp- 
ing wascurious. We took our toilet articles, 
and went, balf-dressed, to the hollow between 
the geyser and the spring, where the surplus 
overflow is shallow and lukewarm. It was al- 
ready occupied ; a royal chamberlain was scoop- 
ing up water in his hands, an Admiral! was dip- 
ping his tooth-brush into the stream, a Copen- 
hagen professor was laboriously shaving himself 
by the aid of a looking-gilass stuck in a crack of 
the crater, and the King, neat aod fresh as if at 
home, stood on the bank and amused himself 
with the sight. The quality of the water

it is hke down and velvet to the skin, soap be- 
comes a finer substance in it, and the refresb- 
ment given to the liands and face seems to per- 
meate the whole body. If one could haves com- 
plete bath! A day’s labor would make a pool 
sufiicient therefor, yet the idea has never oc- 
curred to a single soul, native or foreign ! 

I did not dare to venture a quarter vf a mile 
away from the geyser duriog the whole day. 
We all fell into a condition of nervous expect- 
ancy which could not be escaped, comical as 
were some of its features. There was a pile of 
turf—perhaps a cart-load—beside tbe Strokr. 
which lay just below our tent, and we were told 
thai the caldron would be compolied to spout 
for the King as soon as he hadi finished his 
breakfast; so we sat down contented to the sec- 
ond plover stew whibh Mr, Gladstone and Dr. 
Haves had provided for us. 

The Strokr is a pit about 5 feet; in diameter, 
and 8 feet deep to the ordimary ievel of the 
water, which is always io a furioms boiling state. 
Prof. Steenstrup assured me tbat it is not con- 
nected with the great geyser, as che analysis of 
the water shows a differeuce ; but the people are 
equally convinced that it is, and that to provoxe 
its activity diminishes the chances of the former 
spouting. However this may be, the Royal com- 
maud was given. The pile of turf was pitched 
into the hole, and all gathered arouad, at a safe 
distance, waiting to see what would follow. 

For ten minutes we noticed nothing except s 
diminution of steam; then the water gusbed up 
to the level of the soil, in a state of violent agi- 
tation ; subsided, rose ted the full

The boiled turf, reduced to the consistency of 
gravel, filled the jet, and keved ita central 
shaft, bus I did not find that it diminished the 
beauty of the phenomena. Jet after jet fol- 
lowed, sending long plw.ne-like tufts from the 
summit and sides of thy, main column, around 
which the snowy drifts of steam whiried and 
eddied with a grace so swift that the eye could 
scarcely seize it. At such momeuts the base was 
hidden, and the form of the fountain was like « 
buoch of the Pampas g)-ses in blossom—a cluster 
of feathery panicies of soray.

CALM, SUBLIME DAY 

at the geysers. After reading many descrip- 
tions, I was never leas prepared for the realit 

of the scene. Instead of a drear, narrow vyol- 
canic valley, here wasa landscape bounded on 
the weat by mouotains, but to the north, east, 
and south, only to be spanned by a radius of 50 
miles. Near us a quiet, grass-roofed farmstead ; 
toward the sea, meadows and gleams of rivers ; 
in front, the broad green plain, its inclosing bi!ls 
and Hekla rising lonely above them ; northward, 
a church and neighboring byres, a smooth 
grassy ridge beyond, the snow-streaked‘ pyramid 
of the Blafjail (Biue Mountaia), and far in the 
distance the luminous icy peaks of the Arne and 
Kotlaea Jakalls. From our tens the noise of 
the bciling waters could not be heard ; the steam 
ascended quickly, soon dissipated in the light 
wind, and the expression of the scene before 
me, as I watched it for hours, lying oa the soft 
turf of the hillside, was one of peace and repose. 

At 1:30 o’clock, there came a dull thud, felt 
rather than heard; then another, and another, 
and we all rushed toward the great geyser. Be- 
fore any one reached it, however, the noises 
ceased ; the water rose a foot or so, giving out 
dense volumes of steam, but in five minutes it 
became quiet as before. The King and bis at- 
tendant officials strayed up the hill, and there 
the former devoted some time to carving & rune 
upon one of the rocks. 

I made an effort to talk with a group of farm- 
ers, finding them ready enough, only s little em- 
barrassed at the start; but wnen I asked: ** Do 
you know Semund’s Edda?” there was an in- 
stant flash and flame in their faces, and all shy- 
ness vapished. The Njal and Volsunga Saas, 
Snorre Sturlusson, with a score of obscurer 
sagas of which I had never heard, were eagerly 
mentioned and di . It was remarka- 
ble to see their full knowledge of Ice- 
landic literatare, and their vital interest in it.

At half-past 4 there came sa repetition of 

yeer thumps, louder and more rapid than the 

t time, and at 8 o’clock a third manifestation. 
We fondly boped that these were signs of in- 
creased activity, which would soon bring about 
an outburst. Our excitement increased to such 
an extent that, although watches had been set 
for the King’s sake, Messrs. Halstead, Hayes, and 
Giadstone volunteered to keep independent 
watch for us. The two former passed half the 
night sitting onthe edge of the geyser basin. 
They were once scared away by a thump which 
threatened to split the rocky shell under their 
feet, but nothing followed except a violent over- 
flow of water. I heard the noises twice during 
the night, and waited vainly foracali; the twi- 
light was so bright that the spectacle would have 
been visible at any hour—had it come. 

The festival at Thingvaila obliged us all to 
leave the next day. Just asthe king’s tents 
were etruck, the subterranean noises began once 
more; there seemed a malicious, tantalizing de- 
mon at work to excite and delude us. Asa last 
compepeation, auother pile of sods was hurled 
into the Strokr, and we ail thered about it. 
Av English party had arrived the day before, 
and the artis: of the London IJilustraled News 
stood on a mound, with pevcil and sketch-book, 
to record the result. We waited a quarter of an 
hour, and nothing came; the King, who had 
meapwhile joined our American party, informed 
us that the little geyser would spout in a few 
minutes. What authority he bad I do not know, 
but it was bad; the little geyser kept as quiet as 
alamb. Half an hour passed, and the Strokr 
took not the least notice of the irritation. The 
Royal party mounted and rode away, with many 
a longing, lingering look behind,—when, just as 
they were passivg out of sight around the corner 
of the hill, and we were turuiog toward our tent, 
the Strokr 

WENT OFF LIKE A CANNON. 
The wonderful, plamy bursts were repeated for 
a shorter space of time thaa before, but equaily 
lofty and violent. 

It seemed hard to leave the spot, for the day 
we had spent there was perfect in its way. 

‘“*The pack-ponies were loaded; we got into 
our saddles, moved reluctantly down the grassy 
slope, and turned our faces away from the lazy 
volumes of steam. Then—there was a sudden 
concussion in the earth, a momentary quivering, 
followed by a strange hissing sound. As we 
spraug from our ponies, the basin of the geyser 
swelled and cast out a great volume of water. 
Out of the centre a solid crystal mass was thrust 
up to the height of 20 feet, then, before it wholly 
fell back, the central jet shot 150 feet into the 
air. Again and again this huge liquid shaft, 
sparkling with indescribable giory in the morn- 
ing sun, was buried on high. Amazement, awe, 
terror = 

This, or something like it, wa#@what I hoped to 
be able to write, up to the very last moment. 
But the truth must be told, the great geyser 
would not spout. I must have turned in my 
saddle a bundved times while the steam-columus 
were visible, half-fearing, half-expecting a sud- 
den increase of their volume,—for the worst dis- 
appoiutment would have been to miss the specta- 
cle so nearly. 


BETSY BAKER. 


an Old-Time Show-Manager—Her Gift 
of Gab. 
From Ali the Year Round, 
A famous proviuciai manager, or manageress, 
was one Mr«. Baker, coucerning whom curicas 
articulars are related in the memoirs of Thomas 
ibdin, and in the life of Grimaldi, the ciown. 
‘Lbe lady owned theatres at Canterbury, Roch- 
ester, Maidstone, Tunbridge, Wells, Feversham, 
Deal, and other places, but was understood to 
have commenced her professional career 1p coD- 
nection with a puppet show, or even the bomely 
entertainment of Puoch and Judy. But ber in- 
dustry, evergy, and enterprise were of «an in- 
domitable kivd. She generally lived in her 
theatres, and, mesing early to accompuseb her 
marketing and other housenold duties, she pru- 
ceeded to take up ber postion in the box-o 
with the box-book open before her, and cessing 
upon it a ‘ massive silver inkstand, which, wita 
@ superb pair of silver trumpets, several cups, 
tankards, and candiesticks of the same pure 
metal, it was her honest pride to sa 
she had paid for with her own har 
earnings.” While awaiting the visits of those 
desirous to book tbe places ror the evening, sie 
arranged the programme of the entertainments. 
Her education was far from complete, however, 
for, although she could read, she wasan indtf- 
ferent scribe. By the help of scissors, needie, 
thread, anf a bundle of old play bills, she 
achieved her purposes.

The Scotts are av oid and widely-diffused Bor- 
derclao. They have had many distinguished 
men amongst them ; the greatest of being 
the illustrious poet and povelist, of whose per- 
sonal appearance and genial character some of 
us have stillan agreeable remembrance, As au 
active, pushing race, the Scotis have spread far 
beyond their pacive giens, crossed the ; 
and settied in various of Northumberland. 

In the early part of last century, there dwelt 
in Sandgate, ap old-fashioned thoroughfare near 
the Tyne, outside Newcastle, a f v of these 
Scotts, whose occupation lay among the barges 
and cval-traders on the river. They were an in- 
dustrious, decent set of people, with no preten- 
sions to gentility, and, as was reasonable, im- 
proved in circumstances from ove genera:ion 
to another. The family begins to emergg from 
obscurity in the person of William Scott, who is 
apprenticed to a coal-fitter in Neweastle. A coal- 
fitter is akind of middleman between the owner of 
coal-pits and shippers. He purchases the coal, 
transfers it to barges called keels. whenee it is 
put on board ships in the river. The word keel, 
from an old Anglo-Saxon term, signifying s 
bark, is now lost to the general vernacular 
but remains preserved in a popular ballad, * Weel 
May tbe Keel Row.” Theterm also keeps its 
ground in relation to the coal-barges on the Tyne, 
where owners of keels are men of considerable 
substance. The William we bave been 
speaking of rose by his steadi and infelli- 
gence to be a coa-fitter and proprietor of keela, 
with numerous keelmen in his employment. 
With a view to keep his mea from straggling 
away among public-houses, he for a time kept a 
house 4 r tueir special accommodation, the sale 
of beer to them adding to his ordimary gains. 
This concern, however, as not being creditable 
to a man 1D Lis — ae circumstances, was, 
after atime, dropped. From being an owner of 
keeis, he, in due course, became an owner of 
ships, in whicb c\pacity few men atiained great- 
er node on the Tyne from Newcastle to Suields 
avd Sunderiand. ; 

William Scott was married in 1740 to a Miss 
Atkinson, of Nowcastle. It was a happy matri- 
movniai alliance. meters Ag looks aad placid 
temper, the lady pos an excellent under- 
standing, along with all proper domestic accom- 
plisbmeots. A fortunate marriage for the owner 
of keels andships! At the time that a child was 
about to make its appearance, the country was 
thrown into alarm by the rebellion, in the spring 
of 1745. A rebel army was advancing on the 
Tyne. The gates’ of Newcastle were shut and 
guarded. In a condition which made her appre- 
hensive of degis of veolence, Mra. Scott removed 
to the village of Heyworth, 4 miles distant, 
in the County of Durham. There she gave birth 
to a male infant; but there was a second cid, 
and, in the urgency of the case, a medica! prac- 
titioner was sent for to Newcastle. It was dur- 
ing the night; the gates were closed; as delay 
might be hazardous, the doctor was let down 
over the wall in a basket, and he arrived in good 
time to deliver Mra. Scott of a female child. The 
boy waz cawed William, and we shall soon hear 
more oP. 

It was Mrs. Scott’s destinvto “ fall into afam- 
ily.” Returning to Newcastle after the rebe/lion 
was over, she again, after a time, had twins, a 
boy and giri, born on the 4th of June (the birth- 
day of George III.), 1751. The buy was christ- 
ened John—the John Scott, hero of our story, 
but who almost until middle li. was best known 
by his friends as Jack, or Jaca Scott. Master 
Jackey was a promising youth while still in pet- 
iicoats, but scarcely more so than his brotber 
William, who was from 5 to 6 years his senior. 
Ibe two boys had good brains. They grew up 
fond of books,fjwhich 1s always a sign of acute 
intelligence, and both bad s surprising memory. 
Of course, they had the ordinary unruliness of 
boys, performed pranks, and underwent the “og- 
gings at school which at that time were cou™Jer- 
ed a proper academic disciyine. At the. Free 
Gramwmar-School at Newcas§>, under the man- 
agement of the Rev. Mr. Mo.Q»s, they scquired 
@ sound classical instrpction, which they wery 
largely indebted for their future advancement. 
William was sent to complete his education at 
Oxford; but the father aid not contemplate 
sending Jack thither, considering the line of life 
he was likely to pursue. For one thing, Jack 
was a skilled penman. His handwriting was 
beautiful, and remained so curing life. 

Jack was otherwise accompilisbed. As small 
but bandsomely-made youth of 14, he was one of 
the best dancers it Newcasile. At the dancing- 
school, he signalized himself by bis ga!lautry in 
helping the young ladies to put on their dancing- 
shoes, it being according to etiquette in those 
days to render this kind of service, and at the 
same time offer a small bouquet of flowers. In 
this way, Jack Scott grew up a beau, anti was ad- 
mired for the gracefulness of bis manners. On 
reaching his 15th year, ‘his father pn to 
think what was to be done with him. Nothing 
seemed more suitable than to bring him up to 
his own trade as & coal-fitter. William, who, 
by his —- abilities, _ already pete 
fellowship, and occupied the position of a col- 
lege tutor,” did not lixe the idea of seeing brother 
Jack a coal-dealer, and his father to 
send the lad te Oxford, where something better 
could be done for him. So, im 1776, Jack 
goes in « fiy to Oxford, and ia there

Advices from Col. Miles’? Expedition. 
Special Corresnondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
Wirn MIiLss’ EXPEDITION, , 
In Camp on THE Wacaira, Tex,, Aug. 26, 1874. 


We reached the Wachita this eveuing, after 
an uneventful but wearisome march of 100 miles 
from Camp Supply. Should the rest of our 
itinerary prove equal to this first experience, it 
is safe to predict that we shall have a good deal 
of hard work, and nothing to show for it. 

We left Camp Supply on the 20th, and have 
marched six days through 8 succession of sand- 
hiils, which make teaming very difficult. The 
weather has been intensely hot, so that both 
men and horses have suffered sadly, and water 
has been most difficult to obtain. We found the 
Canadian where we camped,—20 m les west of 
the Antelope Hills,—25 miles west of Custer’s 
trail— 

A SANDY SERPENT 
stretching across a baxing, sandy plain. Even 
the pools of alkaline water that, occurring. here 
and there in the beds of these Southwestern 


rivers, serve to distinguish ‘them from the sur- | 


rouuding desert, were dned up, and we had to 
dig deep to seeure even a small supply of a tepid 
The only vegetation is a 
scanty white sage that emphasizes the desoia- 
tion. By the water-courses there is grass, but 


only alittle, and that little so tindery with ihe | 
sun and drought that it is almost useless for | 
fodder; and we have to ve very careful of fires. | 


Drop a match amoug this herbage, and the re- 
sult is almost as insta:taneous and fiery as if 


| you had fired a train of gunpowder or a boat- 


load of cotion. We have just had a narrow es- 
cape, a camp-fire having set the prairie by the 
river’s bank in a blaze,—fortunately to leeward. 

We have met no Indians in force, though we 
have geen email parties of them. Marching 
over these boundless, dead plains, we occasion- 
ally see on the far horizon a cloud, of dust, or

THE BRIBERY CASES. 


The Grand Jury Find Ne Indict- 
menis, Since Witnesses 
Will Lie. 


But Submit a Report: Which ts Almost 
an Indictment 


Judge Gary’s Opinion. 


The Grand Jury finished their labors at balf- 
past 12 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and haif an 
hour later made their retarn to Judge Gar y. 
They devoted the first bour of the session to 
preparing s document in relation to the suppos- 
ed-to-have-been-bribed County Commissioners, 
and when it was compleved miscellaneous cases 


were taken up, and rapidly disposed of. They 
were, however, unable to.hear all which it was 
designed to present to them, and accordingly 
about fifteen petty crimiuals will have to con- 
tinue on the anxious Seat until the pext term. 
There were very few people in the Criminal 
Court-room when the jurymen filed in, the tame 
fixed upon for making their return not being 
Only State’s Attorney Reed 


and his assistant, half a dozen bailiffs, and three 
spectators "were present. 
SENTIMENTS OF THE JURY. 

The proceedings were very formal, consisting 
simply of the presentation of the indictments to 
the Court by the foreman of the jury, and the 
reading of the following document by Mr. 


Chase : 

We, a majority of the Grand Jury for the August 
term, A. D. 1874, of the Criminal Court of Cook 
County, baving finished the business prerented to us, 
report to your Honor that we have beep in session 
eleven days, and have found 125 true bills, and in 
twenty-three cases no bills, 

We have devoted six days to the investigation of 
pubiic charges of bribery against certain members of 
the Board of County Commissioners concerning the 
purchase of a site for a County Hospital, We have ex- 
amined a large number of witnesses in reference to 
such chargés, but have failed to find any indictments 
for bribery, 

Inasmuch as this eubject has caused much public 
excitement, and inasmuch as all good citizens are 
deeply interested therein, we desire to make this briet 
statemont : 

Weare eatisfied that corrupt practices occurred in 
reference to the two sites known as the Matthews and 
the Baldwin lots, or tracts, but we have been unable te 
certainly fasten such corraption upon the guilty par- 
ties, for (he reason that certain witnesses, as we Lrmiy 
believe, committed deliberate perjury. 

These witnesses were criticaily and thoroughly ex- 
amined. The manrer of their deniais and their pre- 
tended want of recoliection in matters of vital impor- 
tante, their manner of giving their evidence, and taeir 
appearance at the time, satistied us that they gave fuise 


The crime of bribery is committed in secret, so that 
it is next to impossible to detect and punish it. 

We much desired to indict these witnesses for per- 
jury, but could not, ae, underthe law, it requires two 
witnesses to sustain the charge of perjury, except 
when the fact is proved by some writing. These 
we could not ovtuin, 

Iu some casea of bribery a prosecution therefor is 
barred by the Statute of Limitations in eighteen 
months, This, we think, is not long enough, as we 
have attempted to investigate some complaints 
of bribery which we could not complete because the 
same had beeu committed more thin eighteen months 
ago. We therefore recommend that, in all cases of 
bribery, the limitation be extended to three yeara, the 
same as in cases of filony, and hope tbe next 
Legislature will pass a low to that effect. 

Ai.hough it is vu.y our provinee to near evidence on 
the peri of the prosecution, yet we could not, upon 
the evidence before us, find any indictment, and, up- 
on the request of certain persons, permitted those per- 
sons to come before Us and make their own statements 
as to their connection with the transaction under in- 
vestigation, 

We heard all that they hed to say upon the sub- 
ject, and deem it sufficient to remark that our opinion 
remained unchanged, and that no cloud revised by the 
evidence we bad ueard was dispeiied by the explana- 
tion,

Thus 
in two reigns the custom became fixed in the 
manners of the nation, and the people soom came 
to regard it as a right of their daughters, which 
gave the humbiest-bora beauty as chance of be- 
coming Empress. Thus, a girl, who but a few 
weeks before had been gatbering mushrooms io 
the fields for the support of her family, came to 
find herself wife of the Emperor of ali the Rus- 
sias. How did she adapt herself to such a posi- 
tion? How did the autocrats tolerate ber 
homely ways? The French commentator on M. 
Zabieline observes that the difference was but 
slight then between the daughter of the proud- 
est boyar and the poorest peasant: it is the de- 
velopment of education and luxury which makes 
the true distinction of classes. In Russia three 
centuries ago all were nearly equaily illiterate 
and dirty. , 

When the monarch had made his choice the 
bride-elect was at once treated as an august per- 
sonage: she was lodged in the Terem among 
the sisters or daughters of the Ozar, in charge 
of his mother or of ladies of mgh birth and 
standing; she was given a coronet such as the 
Imperial Princesses wore, and saluted as Czar- 
evna; the nobles and officers 6f the Court came 
to kiss the cross before her—i. 6., make oath of 
fidelity; she was publicly prayed for oo the 
members of the Imperial family, but under a 
new name, which she was henceforth to bear, as 
though rebaptized for her new life. It was a 
life beset with danger, and the period between 
the Sovereign's choice and the marriage was the 
most hazardous of all for the object of his favor. 
Tae mortality of these young giris, chosen from 
thousands for their bealth as well ae their 
beauty, was too terrible to be mysterious. So 
many of them died before they knelt at the altar 
or the coronation that the triumph of success 
did not console them for the terror of the risk 
they incurred. The Czars of Moscow administer- 
ed the Empire as if it were a patrimony which 
they had the right to share with their kinsmen 
and dependants ; the State was a mere family 
property. When the sovereign was pons he 
was general!y surrounded and controlled by his 
maternal relatives; the chief posts were occu- 
pied by the next of kin, secondary ones by those 
more remotely related, while inferior grades 
were filled by third and fourth cousins; the 
whole realm was in the hands of one family; the 
duration of the power of each bas a name in 
Russian history—vremia, ‘the moment;” the 
leaders were known as*‘the men of the mo- 
ment.” The Czar’s marriage was the signa! for 
a general change of Ministry. It was rare that 
the family of the new Czarina did not succeed in 
ousting the incumbents and seizing on their 
offices; a new ‘‘moment” was inaugurated ; natu- 
rally, the bride’s influence was used for her own 
relations, and whether she exerted it or not, their 
right was recognized. It is easy to imagine the 
rage of the one party, the greed of the other—
